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THE BUDGET OF THE TORIES 


PROPOSALS WHICH CHURCHILL 
ATTACKED. 
MR. GOSCHEN’S BILL CAUSES MUCH SUR- 
PRISE—THE LAND BILL DEBATED— 
THE ALLEGED PARNELL LETTER. 


Lonpon, April 21.—Mr. Goschen, Chan- 
gellor of the Exchequer, introduced the budget 
in the House of Commons this afternoon. It ap- 
pears that during last year the revenues of the 
Government amounted to about £90,000,000, 
and the expenses to nearly the same sum. There 
has been a saving of £263,000 in the army 
estimates and of £347,000 in the estimates 
for the oivil service. The revenue obtained by 
taxes on alcoholic liquors has decreased £190,- 
000, while that derived from the beer tax had in- 
creased £45,000. The receipts from the wine 
taxes had fallen off £93,000, and those from the 
tax on tea had largely increased. Sir 
William Vernon Harcourt had estimated that 
the surplus for the year would be 
£259,000, while it really reached £776,000, 
The budget estimates the revenue for the com- 
ing year at £91,155,000 and the expenditures at 
#£90,180,000, Itis proposed to raise £100,000 


by charging 10s. transfer duty on each 100 
debentures of stock, which has _ hitherto 
almost escaped duty. To clear the budget of 
local loans itis intended to cancel £37,000,000 
of other portions ot the public debt and create 
the same amount of local loan _ stock, 
pre the local loan budgetiwith an 
annuity of £100,000. It isalso proposed to take 
1d. per £1 off the income tax and 4a. per £1 off 
the tobacco tax, and to reduce the taxation on 
marine policies. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt congratulated 
Mr. Goschen upon the ability he had displayed. 
He regretted, however, that nothing had been 
said about gold coinage. He condemned the 
proposal to reduce the repayment of the debt, 
which, he thought, would establish a reprehensi- 
ble precedent. 

Lord Randolph Churchill also regretted the 
absenoe of any reference to gold coinage. He 
criticised adversely Mr. Goschen’s estimates. 
The budget, he said, gave no real indications of 
economy and retrenchment. He believed 
a reduction of at least £150,000 was possible in 
the civil service estimates. If an increase in the 
expenditures for national defenses was neces- 
sary the amount required should be raised 
by taxation, not by reducing the repayment 
of the debt. He also objected to the proposed 
contributions in aid of local rates as likely to re- 
tard local Government reform. In conclusion, 
he said that if Mr. Goschen’s proposals had been 
made by him they would have aroused the in- 
Gignation of the whole country, and probably 
have been rejected. ; 

Mr. Goschen, in a general reply. excused him- 
self for not having touched upon the question of 
geld coinage on the ground of lack of time to 
deal thoroughly with the subject. He defend- 
ed his Oe sals, adding that he would 
be glud if the House should definitely express 

its wishes with regard to the expenditures for de-

@uctions had been that they were almost always 
followed by spasmodic increases under the infiu- 
ence of panic. 

Sir John Lubbock objected to reducing the re- 
payment of the debt, and expressed the hope

The budget was a complete surprise to the 
House of Commons. Many of its proposals, nota- 
bly those relating to national debt charges, will 

vigorously opposed. It is maintained 
that Mr. Goschen has resorted to unsound 
measures of finance in order to present a budget 
that may serve the Conservatives at the next 
eneral election. The Conservatives are much 
tated at Lord Randolph Churchbill’s attitude. 
in the House of Lords to-day Earl Cadogan 
moved the second reading of the Land bill. 
Baron Denman moved the rejection of the bill, 
which he said was likely to hurry landlord and 
tenant into litigation. 

Earl Spencer said he hoped that Lord Denman 
would not press a division on his motion. The 
land question must be settled before Ireland 
would become peaceful. The interference with 
rents was unavoidable. The action of the 
courts justified interference on behalf of 
tenants to lower judicial rents, which were too 
high in view of the fall in prices. He condemned 
rate remissions, which he said would lead to dis- 
putes and impose an additional burden upon dis- 
tricts now almost bankrupt. He also condemned 
the powers given to county courts in cases of 
bankruptcy of poor tenants. He declared that 
the bankruptcy clauses of the bill would utterly 
demoralize the Irish people. 

Earl Carnarvon supported the bill, but said 
thatin the interests of the landlord the bank- 
ruptcy clauses ought to be reconsidered. 

Baron Fitz-Gerald condemned the bill as too 
complicated to work with ease and safety. 

LordgAshbourne said that the bill, if passed, 
would prove a great check to evictions, The 
details of the bill, he said, could be easily 
amended in committee. Lord Ashbourne asked 
the Government to give their full attention to 
the criticisms and suggestions that had been 
made regarding the bankrupt clauses of the bill. 

The Earl of Kilmorey described the bill as “a 
rod in pickle” for the landlords’ own backs. 

The Marquis of Ripon thought the House was 
entitled to know definitely whether the Govern- 
ment intended to stand by the principles of the 
bili or whether itcould be wholly altered in 
committee. 

Earl Cadogan replied that if he believed the 
bili to be an imposture or illusion, as Mr. Glad- 
stone seemed to suggest, he would have taken 
no part in it. 

A deputation of purchasers under the Bright 
clauses of the Land act of 1870 had a private in- 
terview to-day with Mr. W. H. Smith, First Lord 
of the Treasury. They asked that they be placed 
on the same terms as the glebe purchas- 
ers under the Ashbourne act. Mr. Smith 
sage yee to give his attention tothe matter.

the Government will concede their request in 
regard to the rate of interest and period of re- 
payment, but will refuse any further advance of 
purchase money.

A FRESH OFFENSE TO FRANCE. 
ARREST OF A SPECIAL COMMISSARY BY 


GERMANS ON THE FRONTIER. 

Paris, April 21.—M. Schnaebeles, a special 
French Commissary at the Pagny-sur-Moselle 
Depot, has been arrested by the Germans. He 
had received several letters from the German 
Police Commissioner at Arc, asking him to come 
to that place and confer with him regarding the 
frontier service. He finally agreed to do so. 
While on his way to Arc he was roughly seized 
by the German police, and was taken to Naveant, 
from which place he was taken to Metz, The 
Metz Zeitung says M. Schnaebeles’s arrest is due 
to his connection with the anti-German agita- 
tion conducted by the Patriotic League; but the 
people of Pagny-sur-Moselle declare this to be 
entirely untrue, and say that he had nothing to 


do with the agitation. The incident has thrown 
the inhabitants of Metz and Nancy into the wild- 
est state of excitement. 

The Germans requested Commissary Schnae- 
beles to set up one of the posts which mark the 
frontier line. The commissary crossed the 
boundary and advanced a few yards on German 
soil, when he was seized by German police 
agents, who were disguised in gray blouses. He 
knocked the agents down and escaped back to 
French territory, but he was again seized, hand- 
cuffed, and sent to Metz, where he was placed in 
the prison in which accused persons are con- 
fined before trial. The warrant for the arrest 
emanated from the Public Prosecutor at Metz, 
who acted under instructions from Strasburg. 
The French Procurator at Nancy has gone to 
Pagny to inquire into the affair. 

entes were unfavorably effected by the ar- 
rest of M. Schnaebeles. The market for 3 per 
cent. rentes for the account became flat and the 
notation declined 45c. during the afternoon, 
closing at the lowest price. 

The arrest of M. Schnaebeles has produced a 
profound sensation and it is feared may lead to 
unfortunate results. Le Paris callsit “ another 
provocation,” and asks if Bismarck is seeking a 
casus belli. Most of the Paris evening papers 
make no comment on theincident. The Liberté 
says it is expedient to refrain from comment un- 
til Germany shall have explained the occur- 
rence. 


BERLIN, April 21.—The activity shown in 
military circles during the past few days, and 
the fact that large numbers of soldiers have 
traveled over the various railways en route to 


join their respective regiments, have given rise 


to fresh war rumors and caused much uneasi- 
ness. It is semi-officially explained, however, 
that all this activity is due solely to the fact that 
the reserves have been called out for the usual 
Spring drill. 


PESTH, Apri 21.—At a meeting of the Cab- 
inet to-day, Emperor Francis Joseph presiding, 
it was resolved not to claim the unexpended 
balance, amounting to 28,000,000 florins, of the 
extra military credits, aggregating 53,000,000 
florins, which the Delegations voted last Winter 
for the purpose of enabling the Government to 
put the country in what was then deemed a 
necessary state of defense. The resolution de- 
clares that the adoption of the extreme meas- 
upes then thought advisable is no longer neces- 
sary, owing to the peaceful aspect affairs have 
assumed. This actionis regarded as an impor- 
tant symptom proving that the international sit- 
uation has improved, as in February, during the 
discussion on the extra credits, Count Bylandt- 
Rheydt, the Imperial Minister of War, declared 
that the Government contemplated expending 
the whole credit. Herr von Kallay, Minister of 
Finance, is arranging to make contracts for 
smaller loans than at first intended. 


CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 
BERNE, April 21.—The State Council has 
sanctioned the scheme and will introduce into 
the Assembly a bill to protect Swiss inventions. 
Paris, April 21.—The Gaulois states that 
the manufacturers of France are joining ina 
petition to the Government to have the Inter- 


national Exhibition postponed to amore favor- 
able date than that of 1889. 

The Soleil says that Geissler, the alleged ac- 
complice of Pranzini in the murder of Mme.

Rome, April 21.—The Vatican, in answer 
to inquiries as to whether the Pope is in favor of 
having a reconciliation effected with Italy on 
the basis of renunciation of the papal claims to 
temporal power of the Pope, states that the 
Pope desires peace with Italy, but has never 
thought of abandoning the rights of the church 
or the Papacy. 

In the Chamber of Deputies to-day War Minis- 
ter Ricotti stated that he intended to forma 
special African corps, the cost of which would 
be shown in a separate budget. 


VIENNA, April 21.—Prince Lobanoff, the 
Russian Ambassador, in a conversation to-day 
assured Count Kalnoky that the sentiment in 
Russia with reference to Austria was of a 
markedly pacific character. 


St. PETERSBURG, April 21.—Russia has 
issued a4 per cent. internal loan amounting to 
100,000,000 rubles at 84 per cent. The Gov- 
ernment will accept the bonds at their.face 
value as security trom contractors employed on 
a work. The imposition of the present tax 
1as been temporarily postponed. A commission 
has been formed to increase the duty on cotton 
goods and starch. 


GIBRALTAR, April 21.—It is reported here 
that two Englishmen, displaying the American 
flag, recently imprisoned a Hebrew merchant of 
Alcazar, Morocco, | for debt, took him in chains 
to Tangier, parading him through three towns 
onthe way, the outrage being aggravated by 
the fact thatit was inflicted during the period of 
the Passover. ‘Che principal Hebrews of Tangier 
have joined in an appeal to the French, Portu- 
guese, and British Consuls for assistance in an 
attempt to have all the Governments unite in an 
effort to suppress the system of Consular abuses 
under which these outrages are perpetrated.

THE PLAN WORKED WELL. 

CuicaGo, April 21.—A year ago the 
japanned ware and tin can firm of Norton Bros., 
of this city, decided to adopt the profit-sharing 
system with its employes. The firm promised to 
divide a certain portion of its profits for the 


year among the employes who worked for the 
firm for at least six months during the year, 
and who had not left their work without the 
consent of the firm or who had not been dis- 
charged for cause. The firm guaranteed the 
sum to be divided to be not less than $10,000, and 
expected the men to refrain from striking or 1n 
any way interfering with their business. The 
Inen readily consented to this arrange- 
ment, and yesterday the firm divided 
$13,275 among the 250 employes. each 
employe receiving a sum in proportion: to 
the amount earned during the year at the rate 
of $7 70 per $100. The earnings of the men ran 
from $500 to $1,500 in the year, and euch, there- 
fore, receives from $38 50 to $115 50. The sys- 
tem resulted in general satisfaction all around 
and a complete harmony between employer and 
employe.

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AT WORK ON THE MYSTERY 


A WITNESS IN THE RAHWAY 
OASE ARRESTED. 
JOSEPH REIFLE AROUSES SUSPICION BY 
HIS CONTRADICTORY TESTIMONY AND 

Is LOCKED UP. 


The investigation into the Rahway mur- 
der mystery was continued yesterday by Coro- 
ner Terrillandajury. Atthe rate at which the 
inquest is at present proceeding it is more 
than probable that it will last through 
the coming week. Only three witnesses 
were examined at yesterday’s hearing, which 
consumed at least eight hours. Coroner 
Terrill says there are 20 witnesses yet to be 
called, and the number keeps increasing, for the 
testimony thus far given has been prolific of 
new names, allof which are duly noted down 
for asubpena. Coroner Terrill said yesterday 
that he was working on his own theory of the 
case, which was that somebody in or around 
Milton was concerned in or knew something 
about the murder. “After I have exploded 
that theory,” said he, ‘‘ I’) tackle another.” 

Sadie Van Ness,a young woman who works 
at Bloodgood’s felting mills and resides on 
Jefierson-avenue, near the scene of the murder, 


told about walking with William Rubeck on the 
morning the body was found, ané then testified 
to having seen a strange man about 6:30 o’clock 
on Friday evening, March 25, the night when 
the murder is supposed to have been committed, 
coming down Central-avenue, where the body 
was found, toward Jefferson-avenue. She had 
never seen the man before in Rahway or in that 
neighborhood. The man walked a little faster 
when he saw her, and seemed alarmed. He was 
dressed in dark clothes, was tall and stout, had 
a@ heavy dark mustache, and wore a_ black 
derby hat, which was set back on his head. The 
man had on an overcoat, walked very erect, and 
did not seem like a workingman. 

James H. Brunt, who keeps a grocery store in 
Milton, directly opposite the residence of the 
Keeches and the Froats, was able to fix the time 
at which the murder was probably committed. 
He said he was awakened on Friday night about 
or a little after 11 o’clock by the unusual noise 
made by his dog. The dog seemed to run off 
howling in the direction in which the body was 
afterward found. ‘I lay and listened and won- 
dered about it for fully half an hour,” said 
Brunt, ‘‘and then [I heard the clock strike 12. 
I heard the fuss made by the dog until, I judge, 
nearly 1 o’clock, and then he seemed to go into 
his kennel and lie down. I never heard him act 
so before. I didn’t get up to see what the mat- 
ter was, although I thought there was something 
wrong outside.” 

Mr. Brunt said that on the Sunday morning 
after the murder he got up early and went into 
his store. From there he was able to see into 
Froat’s house. Hesaw Keech standing at the 
window, appearing to watch everybody that 
passed in the street. Keech always took good 
care, however, to conceal himself when anybody 
came in front of the window. As soon as they 
were past he would step up to the window and 
watched to see which way they went. Keech re- 
mained in that position for the best part of the 
day. Later Keech, Froat, Mrs, Froat, and another 
woman left the house and _ started off 
in the direction of Short Hills. Both the Froats 
and the Keeches seemed to be on the watch after 
the murder. Mr. Brunt had never seen Froat 
do a day’s work since he moved there. Strange 
women were constantly coming to Froat’s. 
Almost every week there were some hew women 
coming and going from there, Three strange 
women were at Froat’s house on the Friday 
preceding the murder. One of these was a 
young woman about 18 years old, whose hair 
very closely resembled that of the dead woman. 
That was the only resemblance he saw. 

When the body was found Brunt picked up the 
pocket handkerchief and found in it a mass of 
dark brown hair, containing about 50 hairs an 
inch and a quarter long bunched together. He 
thought the hair resembled Keech’s. Mr. Brunt 
denied having sold any eggs on the Friday pre- 
ceding the murder to any one carrying a basket 
like the one found near the body of the murdered 
gir. Henever sold eggs. After all this testi- 
mony Mr. Brunt said in answer to a question by 
the foreman of the jury that he entertained no 
suspicion of murder against either Froat or 
Keech. 

At the evening session Joseph Reifle was put 
upon the stand. Reifle is a farm hand, and 
crerted the impression by his testimony that he 
was Withholding something. He said he did not 
hear of the murder until 10 o’clock Saturday 
morning, and when he went to where the body 
was lying he did not look at the face. He said 
he did not see anything around the body, and 
afterward admitted observing the basket, eggs, 
and parasol. He staid in the vicinity of the body 
for an hour, and then went straight home. Upon 
further examination headmitted having stopped 
at Froat’s on his way home. He could not 

tive @ satisfactory account of what he 

ad said to Froat. He had only staid at Froat’s 
four minutes, he said, but he did not reach home 
until 1 o’clock. He had gone to Froat’s after 
Froat’s boy. He talked three minutes to Froat 
and one to the boy. Froat said “it was an 
awful deed, and the party who done it should be 
found out.” Finally Reifle admitted that he did 
not go to Froat’s to see the boy, and thar the boy 
was not in the habit of coming over to the farm 
where he worked. He said he did not go to 
Froat’s for any particular purpose. Witness ad- 
mitted that he had talked to Froaton the ground 
where the body wasfound. Froat said he would 
lynch the murderer if he found him. 

The inquest was then adjourned until to-mor- 
row morning. The witness Reifle was put under 
arrest by the Coroner late last night and taken 
to Police Headquarters. It is asserted that the 
authorities are possessed of some information 
which will connect him with the murder.

MR. KIRKLAND STRIKES BAOK, 

BaLtTmmore, April 21.—Edward M. Kirk- 
land to-day filed a cross bill for divorce from his 
wife, Estelle M. Kirkland, on the ground of in- 
fidelity. Two weeks ago his wife applied for ai- 
voree, alleging abandonment. The husband was 
then traveling in the West. As soon as he re- 
turned he filed the cross bill. Mrs. Kirkland has 
been before the public several times during the 


last two years. In the Spring of 1885 she hada 
suite of apartments at the fashionable Hotel 
Albion. She was then separated from her hus- 
band. James Graham Pearre, a son of ex-Judge 
Pearre, had rooms adjoining those of Mrs. Kirk- 
land, on the fifth floor of the hotel. Onacold 
March night, when a sleetstorm was  pre- 
vailing, young Pearre returned home from 
@ supper party at the club in his 
aress suit, crawled out of his window 
and along the ice-covered ledge, only 12 inches 
wide, to Mrs. Kirkland’s window and effected an 
entrance to her sleeping apartment. Mrs. Kirk- 
land charged him with attempting an assault 
upon her. The trial was very sensational and 
young Pearre was convicted. He, during the 
trial, declared that his appearance in her room 
was througb a servant leading him to believe 
that Mrs. Kirkland was willing to receive him. 
The case was taken to the Court of Appeals and 
the verdict of the lower court affirmed. Pearre 
was out on $5,000 bail. He disappeared and his 
rich relatives paid the forfeited bail. He is be- 
lieved to be in Europe. The proceedings for 
divorce have caused a deal of gossip in social 
circles, and Pearre’s friends will now make an 
effort to have the case against uim nolle prossed.

STARTLED BY AN EARTHQUAKE. 
New-Brunswick, N. J., April 21.—The

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COMMISSIONER O’DONNELL’S EFFORTS TO 
RETAIN HIS OFFICE, 

ALBANY, April 21.—Railroad Commis- 
sioner O’Donnell has addressed to the Repub- 
lican Senators letters urging them to take no 
precipitate action upon the Governor’s nominees 
fcr Railroad Commissioners, but to wait until 
they have heard from their constituentg. Mean- 
while the Commissioner will engage in stirring 
up said constituencies to oppose any action 
which will oust him from the commission. He 
tells the Senators that he is the representative of 
organized labor in the Railroad Commission, and 
that his claims to retention in office should be 
well considered. Senators Pitts, McMillan, and 
Walker have been bombarded all day long by 


telegrams from this man and that in their dis- 
tricts protesting against the disturbance of Mr. 
O'Donnell. No amountof telegraphing is likely 
to prevent the Senators holding a caucus next 
week, probably on Tuesday, and agreeing to con- 
firm Messrs. Baker and Rogers and probably 
Gen. Lathrop. 

The argument has been heard that the Senate 
ought not to allow Superintendent Baker to be 
disturbed, for the Governor would be sure to 
convert the prisons into a political machine after 
they have fallen into the hands of his party. 
Superintendent Baker has made just four 
changes since he was appointed five years ago. 
He found that more than half of the 220 keepers 
and guards were Democrats, but he has not dis- 
turbed them. It is not doubted that the Gov- 
ernor Will take advantage of the constitutional 
provision relating to the Superintendent of Pris- 
ons after the Legislature has adjourned, and 
whether he is justified or not will appoint Super- 
intendent Baker’s successor, as the Senate of 
next year will tind it will be easier 
to allow a_ recess appointee to slip into 
an ofiice than to thrust him out. No- 
body who knows the Governor doubts that the 
character of such an appointee would be inferior 
to that of an appointee whose qualifications 
must be scrutinized and passed upon | the 
Senate, as must those of Gen, Lathrop. If the 
Constitution explicitly declared that the Prison 
Superintendent shall hold oftice until his suc- 
cessor has been appointed and has qualified, as 
it does iw the case of the Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Works, there could be no doubt about Mr. 
Baker’s right to hold over until the Governor 
and the Senate could come to some agreement. 
The absence of this mandatory requirement is 
what the Governor is known to have based his 
determination upon to acquire the office after 
the adjournment of the Legislature. A number 
of the Senators believe it would be good politics 
to allow the Democrats to take charge of the 
prisons just at this time, and to formulate some 
policy which shall indicate either their ability 
or their inability to grapple successfully with 
this prison problem. 


A NEW WHISKY POOL. 


ARRANGEMENTS BEING MADE TO CON- 
TROL PRODUCTION. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 21.—At the meet- 
ing of the Kentucky Distillers’ Association the 
other day an agreement was reached which will 
be of the utmost importance to the whisky 
trade not only in Louisville, but of the whole 
country. Under this agreement the production 
of Kentucky whiskies will be under control as 
never before, confidence restored, and the mar- 
ket kept strong and active. In consequence the 
distillers feel that some action to give a guar- 
antee against overproduction is imperatively 
necessary. J. G. Mattingly & Sons, one of the 
oldest and most conservative firms in the State, 


took the lead by closing their distillery on April 
1. The production of the year has only been 
about 40 per cent. of their capacity. At the 
same time the agitation in favor of limiting pro- 
duction received a newimpetus. The Kentucky 
association organized for that purpose, but 
never being heartily supported by the distillers 
of the State as a body, became more active, and 
the meeting at the Galt last week with leading 
distillers not members of the association was 
arranged. Prominent distillers who met with the 
association were J. M. Atherton, Bennet D. Mat- 
tingly, and a representative of the Monarchs at 
Owensborough. Aftera long discussion it was 
determined that the association agree- 
ment was not satisfactory, and a new 
one was drawn up. Signers of this new 
agreement will close their distilleries May 1 
next and not reopen until March 1,1888. They 
will then run only three months, March, April, 
and May. Itis provided, however, that any dis- 
tiller who 1s under indictmentifor nuisance and is 
obliged to close by May, 1888, may begin a month 
earlier; also that the running period may con- 
tinue six months provided the product does not 
exceed the product of three months a year. 
Already 8 per cent. of the distillers of the State 
have signed this agreement, including those men- 
tioned above. It is proposed when as many sig- 
natures as can be reasonably hoped for have 
been obtained to hold a meeting here of all Ken- 
tucky distillers, to arrange for a penalty for 
violation of the agreement and decide upon other 
means to enforce its terms,

REPEAL OF THE UNION WANTED. 

Hauirax, Nova Scotia, April 21.—In the 
House of Assembly this afternoon Jeffrey Mc- 
Coll, who represents Pictou County, one of the 
richest districts of the province, introduced the 
following resolution: 

“That this House, in view of what has taken 
place. should prepare by legislation to curtail the 
expenses of this province so that we may have our 
expenditure come within our revenue in the follow- 
ing manner: The system of our Provincial Govern- 
ment be abandoned andanew system adopted oy 
substituting four the Governor, Executive Council, 
Legislative Council, and House of Assembly, a Pro- 
vincial Council, composed of the Wardens of the sev- 
eral counties of our province, stop all subsidies to 
railways or other works that should be supplement- 
ed by the Federal Government as appertaining to 
trade and comierce. ; 

“That this House after using all efforts possible to 
keep the expenditure of the province within the re- 
ceipts,and if a failing in that way should take place the 
whole matter should beé submitted to the people with 
a view to a repeal of the union and as a first step to 
asking the Government of the United States to 
admit us as a State of the Union. which is no doubt 
our ultimate commercial destination.” 

McColl is the man who at the beginning of the 
session openly declared for annexation on the 
floor of the House. The resolution will be de- 
bated at an early date.

SUGAR PLANTERS’ GRIEVANCES. 

New-OrLEANS, La., April 21.—A mass 
meeting of sugar planters was held at Donald- 
sonville, Ascension Parish, yesterday to consider 
their grievances under the inter-State commerce 
law. A resolution was adopted stating that they 
had read with surprise and regret the fact that 
the American Sugar Refining Company, of San 
Francisco, had petitioned the National Inter- 
State Railroad Commission to exempt from the 
operations of the inter-State commerce law rail- 
roads engaged in transporting sugar from San 
Francisco to the Mississippi Valley, and they 
protest against the granting of such petition for 
many reasons, but especially because this sugar, 
grown by coolie labor, has already received the 
bounty of the Government by its untaxed im- 
portation, and if it be now again exempted from 
the operation of the law its bounties will be 
doubled, to the great oppression and injury 
of the American cane and sorghum growers.

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DAKIN IN A HORNETS NEST 


AND MIOHIGAN LAWMAKERS 
HOPPING MAD. 

THEY RESENT THE IDEA OF BEING 
REPRESENTED AS WILLING TO SELL 
THEIR VOTES CHEAP FOR CASH. 

Derroit, Mich., April 21.—A great tumult 

‘was stirred up in the lower house of the Michi- 

gan Legislature through a sworn statement pre- 

sented to the Speaker by Frederick L. Eaton, of 

Saginaw City, who has been at the Capitol pro- 

moting an amendment to the Saginaw City 

charter. Representative M. H. Dakin, who 
comes from Saginaw, is the party chiefly con- 
cerned, and does not deny the substantial 
truth of the statement that he told 
Eaton that money would have to be 
used with the members to promote the 
desired measure; that he asked that he supply 
him with it, and that he gave Eaton a written 
list of the members upon it, with the specific 
sums required for each set down opposite their 
respective names on therollcall. This list, in 

Dakin’s handwriting, was affixed to the affidavit 

presented by Eaton tothe Speaker. It contained 


15 names of some of the most prominent mem- 
bers of the House. and called for $5 and $10 for 
each, with one who was inventoried at $25. 

Confronted with this list Dakin has acknowl- 
edged it to have been prepared by him, that the 
figures set opposite each name meant dollars, 
and that they were the sums he desired to get 
from Eaton to promote the bill with the mem- 
bers named respectively. As soon as the matter 
got out there was great indignation among the 
implicated members, and the legislative broker 
was invited to a conference with them in the 
Speaker’s room. In the presence of that 
official he explained that he did not 
think of corrupting the gentlemen named 
by giving them the money; he only intended 
to invite them to a feast, and give them where- 
with to eat, drink, and smoke. But in answer to 
their — t cross-questionings he admitted that 
he did not know that more than one of them 
drank, and he never saw more than two or three 
of them smoke. He did not tell any one that he 
intended to give a feast with the money; that he 
“intended to havea good time here with you 
boys, and I a the money to buy cigars and 
buy something to drink.” 

Some think that Dakin’s intended speculation 
was to secure the money, ostensibly for the 
purpose of aiding the measure, and then pocket 
lf as a perquisite secured by virtue of his posi- 
tion, combined with his exceptional smartness. 
The outcome, however, is the worst hornet’s 
nest that ever _a member of the Legislature 
tumbled into. His explanation is denounced as 
too thin. He is declared a fool, with whom it is 
disgraceful to associate, if the concession is 
allowed that he is not a knave. A committee 
has been instructed to press a formal 
charge against him and to summon him 
before the bar of theHouse on Tuesday 
next to show cause why he should not be ex- 
pelled. Dakin is a statesman who has been 
washed to the surface by the present labor agi- 
tations. He is one ofthe leaders of the working- 
men in Saginaw and has been twice elected, the 
Democrats adopting him as a labor candidate 
and putting him on their ticket. It may safely 
be calculated that his sun is rapidly hastening to 
its setting. 


LIEUT. DANENHOWER’S DEATH. 


EVIDENCE THAT THE EXPLORER’S MIND 
WAS UNBALANCED. 

Norrotk, Va., April 21.—The theory that 
Lieut. John W. Danenhower’s mind was unbal- 
anced at the time when he committed the act 
which so suddenly terminated his life has been 
widely circulated, and since the event facts have 
been brought to light here which more than cor- 
roborate this theory. During his late trip to 
this port in command of the Constellation, 
while in conversation with one of the highest 
ranking naval officers at this station, he said 


that he thought that he would resign from the 
navy ashis “head was going back on him 
again,” and on being advised to take a few days’ 
rest at Old Point, he said: “I don’t know 
whether J’ll do it or not,” in an excited and 
brusque manner, which was entirely uncalled 
for, as the advice was given in the kindest 
spirit. The following letter from Lieut. Danen- 
hower to a gentleman residing in this city, who 
made his acquaintance at the funeral of the 
late lamented Dr. James M. Ambler, which took 
place at his home in Fauquier County after the 
remains of the crew of the ill-fated Jeannette 
expedition were brought to this country, will 
give more proof of the unhappy condition of 
Lieut. Danenhower's mind: 
CONSTELLATION, April 17, 1887. 

My DEAR MR. LITTLE: [I appreciate the kindness 
of your visit, and I feel deeply the fact that I could 
not be of better cheer than was I atthat time. For 
several days I have not been able to sleep or eat, 
and yesterday was the culmination of that subject- 
ive feeling that sometimes surprises one’s self. Last 
night I selpt, and to-day I have been able to eat. 
My first visitin Norfolk will be to pay my respects 
and to have the pleasure of meeting your family. 
Thanking you cordially for your warm heartiness 
and reciprocating it, I am sincerely yours, 

JOHN W. DANENHOWER.

When Lieut. Danenhower arrived here last 
week Col, Little, who was intimately acquainted 
with him, called immediately, going on board 
the Constellation on Saturday, the day of the 
lamented Robert W. Gatewood’s death. He was 
cordially received, although he noticed that 
Lieut. Danenhower seemed preoccupied. He at- 
tached no importance to this, and the following 
Monday, the 18th inst., was much surprised to 
receive the above letter, which 1s painfully pro- 
phetic in the light of the Lieutenant’s sudden 
aud tragic death. 

ANNAPOLIS, Md., April 21.—The remains 
of Lieut. John W. Danenhower were escorted to 
the 12 o’clock train of the Annapolis, Washing- 
ton and Baltimore Road, en route for Washing- 
ton, by the officers of the Naval Academy, the 
band, a company of United States marines, and 
a file of sailors acting as pall bearers. The hon- 
orary pall bearers were Lieuts. George P. Colvo- 
coresses, C. E. Colahan, D. H. Mason, J. M. 
Roper, H. McCrea, and C. R. Miles. Before the 
funeral left the academy there were services at 
the Naval Chapel, Chaplain Rawson officiating. 
No volleys were fired over the remains. The 
casket was covered with cloth, and contained 
the following inscription: ‘ Lieut. J. W. Danen- 
hower, United States Navy. Born Sept. 30, 1849. 
Died April 20, 1887.”

NO GAMBLING IN NEW-ORLEANS. 

NEW-ORLEANS, April 21.—Nearly three months 
ago the Grand Jury of this parish presented bills of 
indictment against all the gambling house keepers 
of this city. The parties were arrested and gave 
bonds to appear for trial, and the gambling houses 


have remained closed from thet day to this. Yes- 
terday District Attorney Adams, in the Criminal 
Court, moved that a nolle pros be entered in 
each case, on condition that the accused should make 
no further attempt to violate the law, and the court 
so ordered.

Every 
move looking to the contrary will be for effect. 
Nothing worth mentioning will be shipped in 
from Minneapolis and the Northwest by rail 
for the simple reason that it will all be wanted 
by the mills, which fcannot afford to shut down 
and thereby lose the trade they have been 
years building up. Armour may be 
caught on a_ straddle between outside 
markets and Chicago, but none of his legs will 
be pulled out by the tension. Armour and 
Rockefeller are on the St. Paul Directory to- 
gether, and their relations are most friendly. 
The various ‘shake outs’ we have witnessed 
lately had a strikingly familiar look, and hun- 
dreds of fellows will swear they can recognize 
the ear marks. I don’t believe that Mackey has 
anything todo with the deal, but Ido believe 
that a Standard Oil agent made the first move 
from San Francisco.”

THE GRAND ARMY MEN PASS THE 
‘* TRIBUNE” LIGHTLY BY. 
CurcaGo, April 21.—The Executive Com- 
mittee of the Council of Administration of the 
Grand Army of. the Republic is in session 
at the Grand Pacitic.

“OLD SPOT” IS DEAD. 

DECKERTOWN, N. J., April 21.—‘“ Old 
Spot,” the celebrated war horse of the late Gen. 
Kilpatrick, died yesterday of old age. ‘‘Spot” 
was captured by Kilpatrick in South Carolina 
while under Sherman in his march tothe sea, 
and was used by the General throughout the 


rest of the war. Theexact age and pedigree of 
the horse is not known, but competent judges 
believed him to be of Arabian origin and about 
39 years old. At the time of his death he was 
the oldest horse known to have been used by 
any General in the late war. In his will the 
General ordered that ** Old Spot” should be kept 
ou the homestead and cared for until his death. 
Gen. Kilpatrick's Executors refused many tempt- 
ing otters for the old horse, made by parties de- 
siring him for exhibition purposes. He was 
buried yesterday with military honors, in the 
presence of a large number of villagers, on the 
old homestead, about three miles from here.

POOLS FOR THIRTY DAYS 


THE IVES BILL SEOURELK 
THROUGH THE ASSEMBLY. ‘ 
ITS PASSAGE IN THE SENATE ALMOaT 
CERTAIN—VEDDER LIQUOR BILL OR- 
DERED TO THIRD READING. 

ALBANY, April 21.—The Ives Pool bill 
slipped almost noiselessly through the Assembly 
to-day and was headed forthe three-quarter post 
in the Senate Chamber. The festive old sports 
whose breeds of horses are to be improved by 
the enactment of the bill into law will douptlesg 
enter stock in the fair grounds throughout the 
State immediately, for it is thought the 
bill will pass the Senate in due gea- 
son and by the Governor will be allowed 
to become a law. When the bill came up in the 
Assembly at noon Mr. Ives moved a number of 
amendments which would, he said, relieve the 
Governor of the necessity of vetoing it on the 
ground that itis special legislation. He struck 
out the concluding portion of the first section, 
which imposes an annual tax of at least $4,000 
on racing associations in Brooklyn, New- 
York, and Saratoga, claiming that this 
was in the nature of a discrimination 
against each of those localities. The 
truth is that the Saratoga association 
threatened to descend like a wolf on the fold if 
the authors of the bill manifested any intention 
of discriminating against Saratoga. Not being 
prepared to defend themselves against such @ 
ravenous invader, they authorized Mr. Ives to 
do the discreet act that he did) The Assembly 


accepted this amendment. together with another 
increasing the number of racing days on the 
grounds of the various associations to30. The 
original bill provided for only 20 days. During 
these 30 days that provision of the Penal Code 
against poo! selling shall not be enforced on the 
grounds of racing associations. 

Messrs. Crosby, Kruse, Ainsworth, Bacon, 
Arnold, and Howe all opposed the passage of the 
bill. Mr. Crosby intimated that section 6 would 
allow the Governor to organize a campaign fund 
from the receipts of the pool box. The other 
gentlemen all sawin the passage of the bill an 
injurious reflection upon the Republican Party, 
which controls the majority of the Assembly. 
Mr. Bacon, who has invested heavily in poo} 
stock in Kings County with a view to exposi 
the District Attorney and all the Coney Teland 
— was particularly vehement against 
the a 

Mr. Ives managed the bill with all the skill 
which a veteran jockey gives to such uncertain 
beasts as death and destruction. Sixty-nine 
members had “ sporting blood” for the time be- 
ing.

SECTION 1. A tax of 5 per cent. upon the gross 
amounts of the receipts for admission on race days 
to race tracks or grounds on which racing is had, 
owned, leased, or conducted by a racing association 
incorporated under the laws of the State of New- 
Yorn for the purpose of improving the breed of 
horses, whether for the improvementof the thor- 
oughbred or the trotting horse, shall be annualiy 
paid by such association to the Controller of the 
state of New-York within 15 days after the lst day 
of December in each year. 

SEc, 2. It shall be the duty of the Presidentor 
Treasurer of every association Hable to be taxed ag 
provided in this act to makes a report in wri to 
the Controller annually, op or before the 15th day 
of November in each year, stating the amount of its 
gross receiptsfor admission to its race course on 
race days, which shall be duly verified by the oath of 
its Treasurer. 

Src. 3. Whenever any such association shall neg- 
lect or refuse to make such report at the time pre- 
scribed in this act, the Controller is authorized te 
examine or cause to be examined its books and 
records, and to tix and determine the amount of tax 
due in pursuance of the provisions of thisact. In 
case of the non-payment of the amount of tax 
so ascertained to be due, together with the 
expenses of such examination for a period of 30 4 
after notice toany such association so in default, 
the same may be sued for and recovered in the name 
of the people of the State. The Controller 1s alse 
authorized to report any failure of any such associa- 
tion to make such report and to pay its tax to the 
Governor, who, if be shall be satisfied that such fail- 
ure was intentional, shall thereupon direct the At. 
torney-General to take proceedings in the name of 
the people of the State, to declare the charter of 
such association to be forfeited and its charter privi- 
leges at an end, and for such intentional failure the 
charter privileges, corporate rights, and franchises 
of every such association shall cease, end, and be de- 
termined. 

Src. 4. The number of days upon which races may 
be conducted upon the grounds of all such associa-~ 
tions is limited to 30 days in each year, and during 
that number of days, but no longer, the said assecia- 
tions shall be authorized and allowed to hold raceg 
upon such grounds and to keep the same open for the 
admission of the public, subject to the conditiong 
and limitations prescribed by the acts or the sev« 
eral amendments thereto under which they were in: 
corporated, and the provisions of sections 351 and 
$O2 of the Penal Code shall not apply to the grounds 
or such associations as shall have complied with the 
provisions of section 1 of this act during the number 
of days in each year during which the said races are 
hereby authorized. 

Sec. 5. The Controller shall issue to every racing 
association paying a tax under the provisions of this 
acta receipt tor the same, and such receipt shall be 
presumptive evidence of such payment. 

Src. 6. All revenues which shall be received by the 
said Controller from the taxation prescribed in this 
act shall constitute a fund which shall be annually dis- 
bursed on behalf of the State for prizes for improv- 
ing the breed of cattle, sheep, and horses at the vari- 
ous county fairs throughout the State, either by the 
intermediary of the State Agricultural Society or in 
such other manneras the Governor may from time 
to time direct. 

Sc, 7. Ali acts and parts of acts, whether general 
or special, inconsistent with this act are hereby re- 
vealed. 

; SEc. 8. This act shall take effect immediately. 

The oyster pirates of City Island and Queens 
County, through Assemblymen Burns and Fitch, 
attacked a bill dratted by the Game Laws 
Committee for the purpose of protecting the 
growth of oysters. The billrequires all the lands 
of the State under water, suitable for the plant- 
ing and cultivation of shellfish, to be surveyed 
and mapped, and to be granted to such appli- 
cants as may desire to embark in the business of 
raising oysters. The State guarantees to pro- 
tect him and his plant as much ag if 
his graut was out of water, instead 
of under it. A commission composed of the 
State Shelitish Commissioner, the Associate 
Commissioner, and an engineer is designated to 
parcel out those lands to applicants. Mr. Had- 
jey and Mr. Erwin urged the passage of the bill 
The towns of Jamaica and Hempstead, in Queens 
County, were exempted from its provisions.

REOIPROOITY WITH CANADA. 








GOLDWIN SMITH ON THE POSITION 
GREAT BRITAIN. 


The attitude of Great Britain in regard to 
the question of a possible commercial union be- 
tween the United States and Canada, as fore- 
shadowed in the Butterworth bill introduced in 
the last session of Congress, would have very 
great influence in the matter. 
the view of one so well informed on the subject 
as Prof. Goldwin Smith is, a letter was addressed 
to him by Mr, Erastus Wiman, Presiaent of the 


Canadian Club, asking his opinion as to the pos- 
sible consent of Great Britain, should the Cana- 
dian Parliament favor a measure of similar im- 
port, the result of which would be a commercial 
union between the two countries. The views of 
the Oxford Professor ag given in reply to this 
letter are as follows: 


OF 


APRIL 19, 1887. 

MY DEAR WIMAN: The question is naturally 
asked, as you say, whether the consent of Great 
Britain conid be obtained to a measureot complete 
reciprocity, which would involve an assimilation of 
taritts between Canada and the United States. Cer- 
tainly, the Canadians as loyal colonists who have 
every reason to feel grateful and attached to their 
mother country, wouki not act in defiance of her 
wishes. For my own part, being British to the 
core, I would never vote for anything which I 
thought in the least degree at variance with the in- 
terest or honor of Great Britain. But Canada has 
already been taken formally as well as practically 
outofthe commercial unity of the empire by Sir 
John Macdonald, who has declared that heis for 
fiscal home rule to the hilt. ‘fiscal independence 
was formally conceded to the colonies some time 
ago when the Imperial Government determined not 
to interfere with the adoption by an Australian col- 
ony ofa protective tariff. Canada already levies 
duties avowedly protective on British goods, and 
her adoption of the American scale would make no 
great difference, as it appears to me, either prac- 
tically or in pointof principle. Itis nota matter, I 
imagine, about which the commercial classes of Eng- 
land, whe took the change in the Canadian tariff 
goour enough, would feel very strongly, or call 
loadly on their Government to interfere. That the 
ove great interest of England on this side of the At- 
lantic is the triendship of the English-speaking com- 
munities of this continent has long been my firm be- 
lief, and though I, of course, speak with no authority, 
I 2eel a eapenine expectation that this argument, 
pressed by those whose attachment to Great Britain 
cannot be questioned, will prevail with British 
statesmen, and that the consent of the Imperial 
Government to free trade between Canada and the 
United States will be obtained. The voice of Canada 
in the councils of her own continent is really the 
best support which she can ever lend to England 
either on commercial questions or on questions of 
aby other kind.

Sudden shifts of wind are infrequent, and the 
general direction of the breeze, after it has once 
set in, may be relied on. 

The harbor is wonderfully free from obstruc- 
tions. In theinner harbor—that is, the portion 
above MacNab’s Island—the only dangers are 
Point Pleasant Shoal on the western shore and 
Ives Knoll off the northwest end of MacNab’s, 
both well buoyed, Otherwise the water is bold, 
and vessels can stand close into either shore. 
From the point seaward the water is deep right 
alongside the cliffs of the western shore. You can 
shove your bowsprit on shore and go round in 
comfort. Off the southeast end of MacNab’s 
Island extend the nasty slfoals of Thrum Cap, 
but these are also buoyed. Sambro, with its 
cluster of rocks, must be given a length, but 
with a commanding breeze the dangers may al- 
most be shaved. There is really nothing to stop 
@ yacht but that can be seen, even by a stran- 
ger,and the excellent Admiralty chart of the 
harbor shows the minutest spots of sand or rock 
and the depths right up to the shore, 

Yachting is kept up by the Royal Nova Scotia 
Yacht Squadron, which sails a good many races 
every season, Saturday afternoon generally see- 
ing a muster of the canvas-backs off her Majes- 
ty’s lumber yard, the rendezvous of the squad- 
ron. The squadron was founded in 1875, and 
soon took the place of theold Royal Halifax, 
which disappeared altogether. Itis eminently a 
Corinthian club, and the tonnage of the yachts 
has been regulated by this fact and by the not 
unusual one that moneyed meu care tittle for the 
sport, while the enthusiasts of the wave are not 
over, abundantly furnished with this world’s 
goods.

WORK OF THE ANNUAL SESSION OF THE 
WYOMING CONFERENCE. 

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., April 21.—The thir- 
ty-sixth annual session of the Wyoming Confer- 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal Church, in ses- 
sion in the Broad-Street Church, in Norwich, N. 
Y., has just been brought toa close. Bishop OC. 
H. Fowler, formerly editor of the Christian Ad- 
vocate, presided, and the five days devoted to the 
session were fully occupied in disposing of 
routine business and in discussing new questions 
of interest to the Methodist body. Over 300 
clergymen attended, among whom were many 


church dignitaries from abroad, including the 
Rev. John W. Beach, D. D., President of Wes- 
leyan University; the Rev. A, C. Morrow, D. D., 
of the Pennsylvania Bible Society; the Rev.

The statistics show thatthe Conference com- 
prises 188 pastoral charges, of which 82 are in 
New-York and 106 in Pennsylvania, under the 
immediate charge of six Presiding Elders of the 
Chenango, Otsego, Owego, Binghamton, Wyo- 
ming, and Homesdale Districts. The aggregate 
membership of the churches is 33,340, with 218 
ministers, 327 church edifices, and 153 parson- 
ages, the. property owned being valued at 
$1,660,558.

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OHUROHMEN GET EXOITED. 
BECAUSE A BROOKLYN CONSISTORY WILL 
NOT BE HURRIED. 


An exceedingly ‘lively meeting of the 
South Classis of Long Island was held yesterday 
in the Reformed Church, on the Heights, Brook- 
lyn, to consider the trouble in the old First Re- 
formed Church, whose edifice and grounds on

000. This money was placed in the hands ofa

useful projects have been carried out. The con- 
sistory has splitupon the question, and Elder 
Sarghen. representing the minority, has made 
such serious charges against his colleagues that 
yesterday’s special meeting of the Classis was 
called to consider them. 

The Rey. A, J. Hutton presided, and from 
what the reporters, who were not admitted, could 
learn, he had a very busy afternoon, and after 
putting in three hours of workin attempting to 
quiet his brethren left the chair in a profuse per- 
spiration. A large number of clergymen were 
present, and many of them took part in the dis- 
cussion, but the principal speakers were Elder 
Sutphen and A, R. Gray, who appeared on_be- 
half of the petitioners in the congregation. This 
gentleman was especially bitter against the 
consistory, and referred to their actions in very 
indignant tones. He and his fellow-petititioners 
had been treated as outsiders, he said, having 
no rights in the church or to its money, and 
their request for information had been ignored. 
He had very strong opinions in regard to the be- 
havior of the consistory. 

Elder Sutphen repeated substantially the 
speech which he made before the Classis on 
Tuesday. After three nours of this sort of thing 
the members of the consistory decided that 
they were not ready to submit their side of the 
dispute, and no amount of demands on the part 
of their opponents could make them doit. Asa 
last resort, the Classis adopted a resolution or- 
dering the consistory to present its report on 
Thursday of next week, and at the same time to 
explain why no notice had been taken of the 
trequent and urgent petitions for information.

THE MURDERED LUNATIO. 


KNOCKED DOWN AND KICKED BY THE 
ASYLUM ATTENDANTS. 

Burrato, April 21.—George Wilson, the 
escaped inmate of the State Asylum for the In- 
sane, who, it is believed, can throw some light 
on the manner of the death of Charles W. Brown, 
an aged patient, whos® eight ribs were found 
broken after death, has been seen at Holland, 
this county. Three attendants are now under 
arrest charged with killing Brown, and the cir 


cumstanves surrounding the death of the old 
man were sO mysterious as to lead one of the 
principal papers to say it believes that he was 
“kneeled to death.” A relative tells this story: 
‘‘Wilson was wrongfully put in the asylum by 
his wife. He is a Protestant and she a Catholic, 
hence the trouble. I think he was about three 
months in the asylum and he was always wild to 
getout. Iam his relative by marriage. J used 
to visit him in the asylum and know all about 
him. He is not dead, but alive and well. Wil- 
son, except for his desire to get out, was very 
quiet and contented. I saw him the Wednesday 
after this Brown aftair happened and there was 
a great change in him. He looked half 
scared to death and thoroughly nervous and 
broken. He said, ‘ Get me out of this, for God’s 
sake,’ and then he told me what he knew of the 
Brown affair. He said he saw one of the at- 
tendants the day before Brown died knock him 
down and kick him and stamp on him. He then 
called another, and they dragged Brown out of 
the ward by his hair and whiskers. They’ll kill 
me next, said George. He was white and 
frightened looking. I told him I had been to see 
a lawyer, and that I wonld do everything to 
secure his freedom if he would only have patience. 
The next time I saw him was the following Mon- 
day evening. He came to my house like a 
whipped dog. He was frightened at his own 
shadow. We kept him quiet for a couple of 
days, I told him not to be afraid; the asylum 
people didn’t want him, would never want to 
see him again, and not to be alarmed; but he 
kept on jumping and starting nervously, saying 
that after Brown’s death he was in terror of his 
life all the time.”

ASKING LOWER RATES. 

CuicaGo, April 21.—The shippers of 
dressed meats from this city are again moving 
in the matter of securing fair and more reason- 
able rates on dressed meats than have here- 
tofore been charged by the Eastern roads. The 
present exorbitant rates charged on dressed 


meats are stifling the dressed meat industries, 
and prevent them from competing on even terms 
with the live stock interests. All efforts made by 
the shippers during the last year or two 
to secure fair and equitable rates have 
met with complete failure, but the lead- 
ing dressed meat firms of the city are 
going to try once more, believing that the inter- 
State commerce law will come to their aid if the 
railroads persist in their policy of crowding out 
the dressed beef interests to keep up the live 
stock monopoly. The following request for a 
reduction in rates has been sent to the Eastern 
roads engaged in dressed beef transportation: 
“The undersigned, shippers of dressed meats, re- 
spectfully request a reduction of the rates of freigat 
charged on dressed meats from Chicago and East St. 
Louis, Ill., and Hammond, Ind., to Eastern points. 
We ask this for the following, among other 





reasons: First, the rate now charged is an 
unjust, unreasonable charge for the services 
reniered; second, the rate now exacted 


is greater than the average exacted for several years 
prior to April 5, 1877, although that rate was un- 
reasonable and unjust for the services rendered; 
third, under the present rate a greater 
compensation is asked for the trans- 
portation of dressed meats than for like kinds of 
property under substantially similar circumstances 
and conditions; fourth, the Bago rate subjects 
this particular description of tratiic to an unjust 
and unreasonable disadvantage. In our judgment 
the rate should not be more than on a basis of 35 
cents per 100 pounds from Chicago to New-York. 
Ail freight paid by us hereafter for shipments of 
dressed meats under present rates will be paid under 
protest without further notice.” 
This requestis signed by the East St. Louis 
Dressed Beef and Canning Company, (S. W. 
Allerton, President,) Swift & Co., Nelson Morris 
& Co., Armour & Co., and George H. Hammond 
&Co, If the Eastern railroads continue to ignore 
their demand they mean to bring the matter to 
the attention of the National Railroad Commis- 
sion, which they feel quite certain will stop the 
unjust discrimination now being practiced by 

the Eastern men. 
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OPINIONS DIFFER. 

CuicaGo, April 21.—There is considerable 
difference of opinion between the Western and 
Northwestern roads regarding the refusal of 
the roads in the Western States Passenger Asso- 
ciation to put the differential rate over 


the Chicago and Grand Trunk from Chicago 
east on the rate sheets of the Western roads 


for basing purposes. The opinion is ex- 
pressed that the refusal of the West- 
ern roads to accept the differential of 


the Grand Trunk as a basing rate is contrary to 


the inter-State commerce law, and by 
it they place themselves in a_ posi- 
tion as untenable, as the Western rail- 
road men consider that taken by the 


Eastern roads on the commission question. 
The Western roads by refusing to. sell 
through tickets except at a uniform rate 
of $20 from Chicago to New-York, make 
themselves the equalizers of through rates. 
The law does not require that the through rates 
by all lines must be uniform, but the Western 
roads cannot accept the $150 above their pub- 
lished rate to Chicago without making them- 
selves liable for a violation of the law, 

The Michigan Central does not stand by the 
Pennsylvania in its opposition to letting the 
Grand Trunk’s differential go in Western rate 
sheets as basing rates. President Ledyard say3 
that, having agreed to let the Grand Trunk 
have the differential, the Michigan Central in- 
tends to stand by that agreement.

DEFRAUDING THE REVENUE. 
MONTREAL, April 21.—The inland revenue 
officers made a seizure yesterday of 59 bar- 
rels of whisky which had been shipped as vin- 
egar. It appears that on Friday last a consign- 
ment of 120 barrels arrived in this city from the 
factory of E. & A. Robitaille, of Quebec, and the 
officers, suspecting that something was wrong, 


wanted to test them, but this they were pre- 
vented from doing. It was afterward learned that 
the consignment, which had been entered as vin- 
egar, was really whisky, and the officers succeed- 
ed in finding half of the barrels in a vacant store, 
the excise and shipping marks having been ob- 
literated. They are now searching for the re- 
mainder. The manufacturers, by shipping the 
stuff as vinegar, had only to pay $192 duty in- 
stead of $10,000. The officers state that the 
firm has been systematically defrauding the 
Government. The revenue officers have also 
seized 50 barrels of whisky at Quebec under 
somewhat similar circumstances.

HOW PROHIBITION WORKS IN IOWA. 

Des Mornes, Iowa, April 21.—Gov. Larrabee 
has written a letter in reply to an inquiry from 
the Secretary of the Central Committee of the prohibi- 
tory campaign of Texas in regard to the workings 
of prohibition in Iowa. The Governor says thatin 
80 out the 99 counties of the State prohibition is en- 
forced, and in the remaining 19 counties it is partly 
enforced ;that no property has been depreciated by its 
enforcement, as saloons make room for better and 
more legitimate business; that the enforcement of 
the law has had no noticeable effect upon the popu- 
lation beyond causing the removal from the State of 
some incurable dispensers and perhaps incurable 
consumers. Theetfects of prohibition upon the gen- 
eral welfare and hapits of the po he says, are de- 
cidedly wholesome. Prohibition sentiment is on the 
increase, and there is no doubt that prohibition is an 
established power in Iowa.

THE NEW RAILWAY LAW. 


PROTESTS AGAINST THE SUSPENSION oF 


THE FOURTH SECTION. 

WASHINGTON, April 21.—Among the telegrams 
received by the Inter-State Commerce Commission 
to-day was one from the manager of the New-Al. 
maden fquicksilver mine complaining that the 
present transcontinental rate shuts the product of 
his mine out of the New-York market, C. M. Wicker 
telegraphed on behalf of the Chicago Board of Trade 
a request fora hearingin taver of the suspension 
of the long and short haul sectionon Pacific coast 
traffic provided rates from the Great Lakes and 
Mississippi Valley be made proportionately 
less than from the Atlantic seaboard, as has been 


the case in the past. Telegrams were also received 
from representative manufacturers of California 
asking thatthe :ong and short section be enforced, 
despite the protests of other interests, and requegt- 
ing a heaying in behalf of the manufacturers. Mr, 
Charles H. Tweed, of New-York, addressed the 
commission in behalf of the prayer of the 
Southern Pacifico Railroad for a suspension 
of the fourth section in its behalf. He Te. 
sented a tormal petition which sets forth at 
the Southern Pacific .s in competition for the trans+ 
ortation of through passengers and freight with the 
anadian Pacific, the Pacific Mail Steamship Com. 
pany. clippers and tramp steamers, and that the 
usiness is done under substantially dissimilar 
conditions from those under which local trans- 
portation is conducted. Mr. A. TT. Britto 
attorney of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fi 
Railroad, produced a map of the road and ite 
connections. He read a petition setting forth that 
the road and its connections are engaged in trans- 
continental traffic.

o encourage. There were classes of goods 
which the —_ could carry cheaper than 
the roads could possibly do. To ht for 
this traffic would not be competition at all; it would 
simply cause the extermination of the water car- 
tiers. To grant the prayers of the roads would be to 
destroy the purpose of the law. If it were settled 
phat the roads conld not carry oxcere at a profit, 
that would leave the ocean carriers with nothing to 
complain of. He asked that the law be not suspended 
in the general way asked for, but that the roads be 
made to fix fair rates, and he would like the privilege 
of examining witnesses to show what woulc be fair 
rates, The further hearing upon the Pacific lines’ 
petitions was then postponed till to-morrow.

His paraphernalia, consisting of apparatus for 
every known variety of the art deceptive, was sold 
at auction at 489 Sixth-avenue. The collection cost 
originally over $3,000, It brought little more than 
$200. The sale attracted a number of amateur illu- 
sionists, among whom were Fred H. Chase, who 
bought the greater part of the things sold; D. Fer- 
nando Phillippo, Mr. Morley, sometimes “ Patimo- 
Gano;”’ Joseph Debary, Francis Martinka,land Judge 
Robert Gurney, of Huntington. Judge Gurney 
follows the art for amusement only, but is called oné 
of the most expert amateurs in New-York State. 

ELLIS TELLS HIS STORY. @ 

The trial of William Ellis for the murder of 
his wife in a tenement last November was continued 
yesterday in the Court of General Sessions. Mrs. 
Ellis was foundin her room with her ribs broken, 
her collar bone broken, and with various other 
wounds upon her body. Ellis on the stand yester- 


day denied having assaulted his wife. He said that 
on the evening before she died he came home and 
found her drunk. During the night—sne slept on 
the floor and he in the bed—he heard her get up and 
go out and heard the sound of a fall. He paid no 
attention tothe occurrence, and when he woke u 
in the morning she was lying on the floor. He go 
her some beer and went out. When he came back 
she was dead. Counsel for the defense summed up 
yesterday. The case will go to the jury to-day.

April 21.—The supply of Cattle was 
comparatively large to-day and buyers made a stron 
effort to break the market. Sales of some big 1,4 
to 1,600 tb.

Steers sold readily at 
firm prices. Some fancy 1,100-I5. Steers sold as 
high as $4 85, while some Cattle averaging 600 1.

NOTES FROM MEXIOO. 

Crry OF MExIco, April 21, via Galveston.— 
The commercial newspaper organs and the Chamber 
of Commerce, which is composed mainly of European 
merchants, attack the new tariff, which goes into 
effect July 1, as too favorableto American manufact- 
urers and a8 damaging to textile and other manu- 
facturing industries of this country. One journal 
says that Americans applaud all efforts toward free 
trade in Mexico—a doctrine which they oppose in 
their own country.

The Siqnal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this city, threatening weather 
and rain, southerly winds, slight changes in 
temperature. 


The Vedder Liquor Tax bill was ordered 
to a third reading in the Senate yesterday, 
with some amendments which are not likely 
to strengthen its support very much. A 
fourth grade was introduced in the classifi- 
cation of cities and towns, so that the tax 
for the two classes of licenses stands: $500 
and $100 for New-York and Brooklyn; $300 
and $60 for Buffalo; $150 and $30 for 
towns and cities of 10,000 to 100,000 in- 
habitants, and $75 and $20 for all places of 
Jess than 10,000 inhabitants. An amend- 
ment was also adopted allowing the 
receipts from the tax in each county 
to be credited against its share of the State 
tax. This would in asense give each county 
the benefit ofits own taxes, but it would 
encourage the granting of licenses where 
otherwise it might be restricted or even not 
allowed atall Final action was postponed 
to allow the Democrats to see if they can 
agree upon amendments which would make 
the bill acceptable to them. It is to be 
feared that the more acceptable it is made 
to them the less will be its value so far as 
§t promises to have any effect in restricting 
the liquor traffic. 


The Republican primaries in the several 
Assembly districts of this city are to be 
held today and in some of them 
more or less exciting contests are 
promised. It is to be hoped that the 
results will give assurance of that re- 
formin the organization which has been 
the subject of so much anxious solicitude 
for the past two'years or more. It would be 
a gratifying spectacle to see MIkE CREGAN 
deposed from the boss-ship of the Six- 
teenth District in consequence of the 
crooked methods which came so near 
causing his expulsion from the County 
Committee. We hope we may see it, 
but we do not feel confident. The de- 
praved and unrepentant Gisss is striving 
for control in the Thirteenth, which would 
be pretty sure to make a Democratic dis- 
trict of it while his domination lasted. 
We have some hope that he at least will 
be defeated. And then there is the per- 
ennial contest in the Twenty-third against 
Boss RayMonpd. We should much like to 
see that district redeemed from corrupt 
machine methods. We shall continue to 
hope for regeneration as the result of these 
primaries, but we shall be fortified against 
grievous disappointment if the improve- 
ment is not clearly visible to the unaided 
vision. 


A company of infantry has been sent to 
the Winnebago and Crow Creek Reserva- 
tion in Dakota with instructions, it is said, 
to remove all the white settlers who may be 
found there. It is reported that this action 
of the Government has caused great indig- 
nation, and that the settlers are prepared 
to resist the troops. But surely they have 
had fair warning. Only six weeks 
after President ARTHUR had, at the 
suggestion of Secretary TELLER, declared 
part of the reservation open for settlement 
the order was revoked by President CLevr- 
LAND, and in a proclamation he warned 
those who had in great haste gone upon the 
land that they must depart. That procla- 
mation was issued more than two years ago, 
and those to whom it was addressed had 
pixty days in which to obey it. The Presi- 
dent appears to have decided thatafter two 
years’ delay they ought not to ask for more 


time.

the evidence, which shows that she was car- 
rying 266 persons more than the law allows, 
andthat she violated the statute in other 
respects. The penalties provided amount to 
nearly $20,000. For many reasons the law 
is a good one, but the fact that overcrowd- 
ing tends to multiply cases of contagious or 
infectious disease among immigrants who 
are noted for their ignorance of sanitary 
laws is sufficient in itself to warrant its 
rigid enforcement. 

Itisa pity that the match between the 
Arrow and the Mayflower is off. The Arrow 
isa very fast cutter which has been de- 
barred from racing in English waters by 
reason of the enormous handicap put upon 
her since the adoption of the rule taxing 
cutters for beam but not for depth. It may 
be taken as settled that the Mayflower, 
in moderate weather, can beat any of 
the narrow and deep British cutters 
under any system of allowance not 
expressly devised to favor them. It 
remains an interesting question what she 
would make of a comparatively beamy cut- 
ter like the Arrow. The result of such a 
contest would afford an indication of the 
result of a race of the Mayflower, or a sloop 
of her type, with the Thistle. Gen. PAINE 
had no choice, however, but to declare the 
match off if his boat were to be deprived of 
the advantage of her model by being de- 
barred from using her centreboard.

The entries for the May drill at Washing- 
ton indicate very clearly that there will be 
competitors enough, even in the absence 
of any companies that may object to the 
colored men. Virginia sends an entire 
brigade, Kentucky a regiment, Ohio a regi- 
ment and additional companies. Even Da- 
kota contributes a battalion and a com- 
pany, and Washington Territory furnishes 
her Tacoma Guard. The West and South, 
as might have been expected, are the 
most strongly represented, but Rhode 
Island distinguishes herself by send- 
ing a very large force. The most 
remarkable absence is that of Pennsyl- 
vania, which, out of her strong militia or- 
ganization, does not contribute even one 
company; but perhaps the unfortunate ex- 
perience of the Philadelphia drill two years 
ago will account for this. New-York also 
only sends the Eighth Separate Company 
from her large force of National Guards, 
although a zouave organization and the 
Peekskill cadets also hail from this State. 
New-Jersey sends one company. Perhaps 
the Middle States will be more abundantly 
represented in the rifle practice, for which 
there are many entries. 


AN ENTERING WEDGE. 

A bill was introduced in the Senate at 
Albany early in the present session by Sen- 
ator MuRPHY, the main purpose of which 
seems to be to make a beginning in the di- 
version of public school funds to the sup- 
port of the sectarian institutions of the Ro- 
man Catholic Church. It extends to the 
Court of Special Sessions the power now 
exercised by committing magistrates to com- 
mit ‘idle, truant, vicious, or homeless chil- 
dren” to the Catholic Protectory, and raises 
the limit of age of those who may be com- 
mitted to that institution from 12 to 14 
years, and ends with the provision that 
“the schools established and maintained by 
the New-York Catholic Protectory shall 
participate in the distribution of the com- 
mon school fund in the same manner and 
degree as the common schools of the city and 
county of New-York.” 

The Catholic Protectory and its schools 

are nominally charitable institutions, but 
mainly they are a recruiting agency for the 
Roman Catholic Church. So far as the 
“idle, truant, vicious, and homeless chil- 
dren” committed to the Protectory are con- 
cerned, it can hardly be called an institu- 
tion of charity, for the city pays out of the 
public funds $2 per week for the support of 
each child so committed. Last year the 
Protectory received $242,000 from the city, 
and in the last twelve years nearly $3,000,- 
000 of the public money has been ap- 
propriated to the support of that insti- 
tution. Of the reformatory effects of 
its teaching and discipline little can 
be said, for little is definitely known, 
apart from the fact that in spite of the 
efforts of that and numerous other Roman 
Catholic institutions for the care of chil- 
dren, it is said that about 80 per cent. of 
the paupers and criminals of the city con- 
tinue to be nominally of the Roman Cath- 
olic faith. In the educational methods of 
all these institutions it is well known that 
the first place is given to religious instruc- 
tion in the nurture of the Catholic Church, 
Their main purpose is to make Catholics 
of those in their charge, and the general 
education imparted to them is of an alto- 
gether inferior quality and often very much 
perverted in its character. It is a kind 
of education that ought not to be promoted 
at the public expense. 

The anxiety of the Protectory and other 
Roman Catholic institutions to increase 
the number of children committed to their 
care by public magistrates and courts is 
due in the first place to a desire to use their 
power so far as possible in proselyting for 
the church and, in the second place, to get 
the largest possible share of the public 
funds for their use. Itis extremely doubt- 
ful whether the money which they get is 
not more than sufficient for the support of 
the children committed to their care by the 
city. There are sixteen Catholic institu- 
tions in the city which obtain a share of the 
public money on account of children com- 
mitted to them by magistrates, and last 
year the total appropriation on this account 
exceeded $1,000,000. They all seem to 
thrive and grow on this public aid, the 
propriety of which is questionable. 

But the policy which has prevailed so 
long of committing vagrant and homeless 
children to institutions that are devoted 
primarily to training them in the Catholic 
faith and of paying those institutions for 
the care and training of such children is 
harmless compared to the purpose of this 
bill to divert to such institutions a part of 
the funds raised by taxation for the support 
of the commonschools. Should this bill pass, 
a beginning would be made toward a policy 
for which the Catholic Church has long 
been contending, that of allowing to the

sectarian schools of that church a propor- 
tionate share of the public school funds. 
Such a policy would be in violation of the 
distinctively American principle of the com- 
plete separation of Church and State and 
the freedom of education at public expense 
from sectarian influence and _ control. 
Should the schools of the Catholic Protect- 
ory be permitted to share in the distribu-- 
tion of the common school fund the barrier 
will be let down and it will be claimed that 
other Catholic institutions of a charitable 
or quasi-charitable character are entitled 
to the same consideration, and this claim 
will be speedily followed by a demand for 
allowing the church to come in for a share 
of the public money to support its parochial 
schools. The billis intended as the enter- 
ing wedge for the destruction of the public 
school system and the establishment of the 
policy of bestowing public funds upon sec- 
tarian institutions for the propagation of 
their various forms of religious faith. The 
pending bill appears to have been opposed 
thus far mainly by the Evangelical Alliance, 
but a protest against it should be raised by 
every believer in the principles upon which 
American institutions are founded. 

ETT EEE, SOE PETES 
THE CURRENCY AND THE PEOPLE. 

It is an interesting fact that during the 
nine months ending with March of this 
year there entered into actual current use 
in the United States over $75,000,000 of 
various kinds of money. By this we do not 
mean simply that this amount of money 
was added to that already in the country, 
but that this was the increase.in theamount 
of the money in the hands of the people, 
not in the Treasury or the banks. The 
great body of it was of course in use in the 
payment of wages and in the making of 
purchases in relatively small amounts. No 
single fact could give more striking evi- 
dence of the increased activity within that 
time in the industry and trade of the 
country. 

We are indebted for these facts to the 
Financial Chronicle, which also presents a 
careful comparison of the total amount of 
circulation in the country at the beginning 
of July last and the opening of April this 
year. The increase in all the elements of 
the total circulation has been a little less 
than sixty millions, ($59,793,819,) of which 
the increase in gold has been $54,149,000; 
that in silver has been $26,538,101} legal 
tenders remain the same; fractional coin 
has increased only $663,163, and there 
has been a decrease of national bank 
notes of $21,566,745. Of the increase of 
gold $25,000,000 in round numbers has 
gone into the Treasury and $29,000,000 
into the banks and into the hands of the 
people, while of silver the Treasury holds, 
less certificates outstanding, $22,000,000 
less, and $48,000,000 moreis in the banks 
and the people’s hands. 

What willstrike the business man in these 
fignres is the fact that the withdrawal of 
bank notes has gone on nearly at equal 
pace with the supply of silver, while the 
total net increase has been almost entirely 
in gold. Both the increase in silver and the 
decrease in bank notes are due to arbitrary 
causes. The silver is, of course, coined by 
the requirements of the law, and gets into 
circulation mainly in the form of certifi- 
cates according to the needs of the Treasury. 
The bank notes are withdrawn because they 
have to be secured by bonds rapidly becom- 
ing unavailable, or else by bonds of so high 
a premium that notes cannot, as arule, be 
issued upon them with profit. Neither proc- 
ess—that of increase nor that of decrease— 
is subject to thefree operation of the natu- 
ral and wholesome laws of supply and de- 
mand. Nor are the two processes due at all 
to the same causes, but by pure accident 
they counterbalance each other very nearly. 
So long as the Treasury is able to give either 
silver or gold as wanted to its creditors, the 
silver is to all intents redeemable in gold, 
and therefore offersa perfectly acceptable 
substitute for the bank notes. But it is 
clear that these are not permanent condi- 
tions, and are by no means safe for the 
country. 

We desire especially, however, to call at- 
tention to thisfact; while the silver is in 
reality redeemable in gold, and while its 
increase fairly balances the decrease in 
national bank notes and the legal tenders 
remain stationary, it is the gold in our 
currency that alone furnishes the flexible 
element and responds to the changes in the 
demand. And while this is trve itis equally 
true that its flexibility is ample, that it 
does respond to the requirements of the 
country. There is no reasonable doubt that 
if the entire currency of the United States 
were of gold or convertible into gold it 
would continue to observe these healthy and 
safe conditions. And the same thing would 
be true ifour currency consisted in part of 
a rigidly limited sum of silver dollars or cer- 
tificates. 





THE LEGISLATIVE BUSINESS. 

A member of the Michigan Legislature, 
by name DAKIN and by “ political faith” 
Democratic or “‘ Labor,” has got himself into 
trouble by an actof good nature. He pre- 
pared and delivered to a gentleman named 
EATON and interested in the revision of the 
charter of Saginaw City, a detailed estimate 
of what it would cost to procure from the 
Legislature the enactments that would 
bring the charter into 
with Mr. EATON’s views. 
mate purported to 
for which the vote of each of 
@ number of designated legislators 
could be had. It was in its nature con- 
fidential, and it is rather surprising that 
Mr. EaTOon should have allowed himself to 
mention it to the House of Representatives. 
Perhaps he feund that some of the statesmen 
for whom prices had been given by Mr. DAKIN 
could not be had at the quotations, nor 
indeed at any price. Per- 
haps, on the other hand, he discovered that 
some of them could be had cheaper, and 
suspected that DAKIN, acting as the Mo- 
loney for his project of municipal reform in 
Saginaw City, had intended to pocket the 
difference between the estimated prices of 
the statesmen and their actual prices, thus 
obtaining Mr. Eatron’s money by trick and 
device. 

Whatever may have brought about this 
disclosure of a transaction which is em-

ports as “yp. t.,” it has excited a great 
uproar of indignation in the Legislature of 


Michigan, and it is proposed to expel DAKIN, 


for his amiability. It is not unreasonable 
to conjecture that the indignation is most 
vehement among those members who were 
put down in DAKIN’s list As the cheapest, 
though indeed they were all remark- 
ably reasonable. No man likes .to have 
his influence disparaged or his’ busi 
ness belittled. If the list be au- 
thentic and accurate it will fully ac- 
count for the indignation of the cheaper 
statesmen. They will discover that there 
are other legislators who habitually charge 
more than themselves for the same service, 
although they have no doubt been repeated- 
ly assured by lobbyists that their cases 
came under the most favored statesman 
clause of the treaties negotiated by those 
lobbyists. It is indeed humiliating for a 
man to discover that his constituents will 
learn that he carries so little weight in the 
body to which he belongs, and that his 
services are so lightly esteemed as to 
command only half, or, as .in one of 
these cases, a fifth of the compen- 
sation which other members of the 
same bady demand and receive. Such a 
showing hurts the local pride of his con- 
stituents, and they may even come to have a 
contempt for their low-priced representa- 
tive. A man who is injured by an under- 
estimate on the part of an ordinary mer- 
cantile agency can obtain some redress by 
showing the facts. The legislative business 
is peculiar in this respect. A misstatement 
in arating such as DAKIN made may in- 
flict @ serious and cruel wound upon the 
commercial standing of a statesman. It 
may permanently cloud his business pros- 
pects, and yet he can do nothing to secure 
the repair of the injustice. It is no wonder 
that in default of redress he should turn his 
thoughts to revenge and clamor for the ex- 
pulsion of the man by whom he has been 
wronged. 

And yet we must admit, in spite of this 
hardship, that there are differences among 
statesmen, and that some are in fact worth 
more than others. Nobody who has Watched 
the course of legislation in Albany for sev- 
eral years together will question this state- 
ment. It may be contrary to the principles 
of the inter-State commerce law and of the 
Knights of Labor that two men should be. 
paid at different rates for the same service. 
But it constantly happens in the legisla- 
tive business, and can be prevented 
only by a “‘ combine,” such as was on one 
famous occasion made in the Aldermanic 
branch of the business. The combine was 
formed to secure equal rights to all its mem- 
bers, but even in that case it is believed 
that the rates actually paid differed widely, 
while some Aldermen were not paid at all. 
A specific tariff for statesmen is simply im- 
practicable. It must be ad valorem. 

Nevertheless, DAKIN’s estimate may have 
been all wrong, The real question is wheth- 
er it was made in good faith and with due 
diligence; but it isto be feared that this 
question will not even be discussed when 
the motion to expel him comes up for ac- 
tion. If aclassified schedule of statesmen, 
such as he prepared, only authentic and 
authoritative, were hung up in the 
lobby of every State Capitol and of 
every chamber of Aldermen it would 
no doubt be a great convenience for 
persons in need of statutory relief. They 
could see at a glance whether they could 
afford the reforms they proposed, or the 
benefits they sought to confer upon the 
public. The army of lobbyists and middle- 
men who now absorb so much of the profits 
of the legislative business would then dis- 
appear, and legislation could be cheap- 
ened accordingly. It is to be feared, 
however, that the ultimate effect 
upon the business would be disastrous. 
People would be aroused to the evils of the 
traffic and would demand a remedy. Wheth- 
er the appropriate remedy in this case would 
be prohibition or high license, graduated 
according to actual sales, isa question into 
which we need not now enter. At any rate, 
it seems likely that the disclosure brought 
about by Mr. Eaton will have a considera- 
ble and probably a depressing effect upon 
the legislative business in Michigan. 


THE TELEPHONE BILL. 

At the hearing before the Ways and 
Means Committee in Albany, Tuesday 
afternoon, the General Manager of the 
New-Yorkand Pennsylvania Telephone Com- 
pany, which operates in the southern tier 
and in the northern counties of Pennsyl- 
vania, appeared with the representatives 
of other companies to protest against the 
passage of the Telephone Rate bill. He 
declared that the capital stock of his com- 
pany was $500,000, and that the Bell Com- 
pany of Boston owned 20 per cent. of it. 
We desire to direct the attention of the 
committee to the sworn testimony of 
the officers of the Bell Company given 
before a committee of the Massachusetts 
Legislature, which shows that the Bell Com- 
pany owns 3,540 shares (par value $354,000) 
of the capital stock of the New-York and 
Pennsylvania Telephone Company, and that 
all of these shares were exacted for “ fran- 
chise.” It will be seen that 3,540 shares 
are a large majority instead of 20 per cent. 
of the company’s capital. The fact that the 
Bell Company paid no money for them may 
account for the size of the company's divi- 
dends. The committee will be able to see 
that the protest is really made not by a 
State company that does business in the 
southern tier, but by the greedy Bell mo- 
nopoly in Boston, which owns more than 70 
per cent. of the stock, upon which it must 
have dividends in addition to an annual 
rent of $14 for the use of instruments that 
cost $3 42. 

And the protest submitted by the Metro- 
politan Telephone and Telegraph Company 
of this city is really made by the Bell Tele- 
phone Company of Boston, for at last ac- 
counts the Metropolitan’s capital was 
$1,000,000, and the Bell Company’s officers 
have testified that their company owns 
$600,000 of it. The rent which the Belk 
Company pays to itself for the use of in- 
struments in this case is said to be $15. 

Mr. RoGERS assured the committee that 
$560,000 of the Buffalo company’s capital 
stock of $600,000 ‘‘represented clean hard 
cash contributed by the stockholders in 
Buffalo and the vicinity, which had been 


put into plant and devoted to the perfection 
of the company’s system.” He added that 
the Bell Company owned “about 35 per 
cent.” of this capital stock. The Bell Com- 
pany’s sworn testimony before the Massa- 
chusetts legislative committee shows that 
it owns 2,937 ont of the Buffalo company’s 
6,000 shares, or almost exactly 49 per 
cent. But if $560,000 is capital paid 
up in hard cash by local investors, how 
does Mr. RoGErs account for the 2,100 
shares (par value $210,000) surrendered to 
the Bell Company for “franchise,” or, in 
other words, for the privilege of paying $14 
a year for the use of instruments costing 
$3 42% Did local investors pay $210,000 
for these shares and then give them to the 
Boston company? We prefer the explana- 
tion given some time ago in the Syracuse 
Standard and other papers, which was as 
follows: “Two or three years ago, when 
the contract with the Bell Company ex- 
pired, that company made a proposition to 
the Buffalo people which was accepted and 
which resulted thus: The capital stock 
of the Buffalo company was increased 
from $300,000 to $600,000. At once 
$210,000 of this stock, or 35 per cent., 
was given to the Bell Company, whose man- 
agers soon afterward purchased enough 
more of.the stock to put the parent com- 
pany in control.” When the testimony was 
given in Boston the Bell Company had 
bought 837 sharesin addition to the 2,100 
exacted for “franchise.” Perhaps the peo- 
ple of Rochester will take pleasure in re-. 
vising the statement of the Buffalo com- 
pany’s counsel. They know something 
about that company’s operations. Its man- 
ager told them a few months ago that it was 
in no way connected with the Bell Com- 
pany. “ We have nothing to do with that 
company or its profits,” he said, “ except to 
the degree that weare obliged to pay it fora 
license.” 

The representative.of the Empire State 
Telephone Company told the committee 
that the Bell Company‘owned 35 per cent. 
of that company’s stock. He might have 
added that this stock was given for “fran- 
chise.” Inthe same way 1,750 shares of 
the Central New-York Company were ob- 
tained. When a company is required to 
pay dividends on water the dividends on 
paid-up stock suffer. The Providence com- 
pany was recently forced to apply to the 
Rhode Island Legislature for pérmission to 
water its stock, in order that 85 per cent. 
of it might be given to the Bell Company; 
In all probability its dividends will be re, 
duced as a result of this action. 

The Lowell Times declares that the Bell 
Company now has the right to fix the rates 
to be paid by subscribers to local com- 
panies. The Times says: “In the regular 
form of exchange contract submitted to 
the Legislature last year, ‘Form 109, C,’ 
it is provided in section 8 as follows: 
‘The exchange shall charge its subscribers 
such rentals and royalty for the telephones 
as the licensors may fix from time to time 
for this andother like exchanges, and may 
collect said sums for a period not exceeding 
one year inadvance.’” How many com- 
panies in this State have surrendered to, the 
monopoly in Boston their right to fix. the 
rent which a subscriber must pay ? 


Mayor HrewirTr’s attention has beencalled 
to a nuisance not less obiectionable thanthe 
sweeping of dirt from stores into the street 
in the occupation cf the streets at night by 
trucks and carts. This nuisance has been 
permitted so long that it would be un- 
just as well as impracticable to abate it 
summarily. A reasonable notice should, 
however, be served upon the owners of the 
vehicles, aud after the time of the notice has 
expired the vehicles should be collected 
and impounded. There is another private 
use of the public streets ai least equally out- 
rageous, inthe use of the sidewalks as places 
of delivery from wagons to warehouses. 
During the busy hours of the day nobody 
can walk through such streets as Pearl, 
Water, and Front without being compelled 
every few steps either to climb over a 
wooden bridge from a truck to the 
floor of a warehouse or to avoid 
it by taking to the roadway. The 
rights of pedestrians in the sidewalks 
of the streets are completely ignored. 
In order to do away with this nuisance it 
would be necessary to construct a drive- 
way into each warehouse. Thereis no rea- 
son whatever why this should not be done, 
though it would require not only a consid- 
erable time, but perhaps additional legisla- 
tion. If the law as it stands is sufficient the 
notice to the offending owners should be 
given at once. If not, immediate steps 
should be taken to procure the needed en- 
actment. 


Le Moniteur de Rome, in its issue of April 1, 
republishes in French the letter of his 
Eminence Cardinal MANNING relating to the 
letter of Cardinal GrsBons on the subject 
of the Knights of Labor. The Moniteur gives 
this letter @ titre de document, which stamps 
it with an official character—a character 
that was sufficiently evident in the text, but 
is confirmed beyond dispute by this publica- 
tion. It is one more sign, of which we have 
already had many, of the watchful solici- 
tude with which the Chureh of Rome is 
studying the development of labor organi- 
zations, and of its determination to use 
them so far as it can in the pursuit of its 
cherished objects, and in no case to allow 
them to become a means of estrangement 
for any of its professed followers who may 
be drawn to them. It is a matter that will 
tax the sagacity and ingenuity of the epis- 
copacy in this country to the utmost, for it 
will be found, since the labor organizations 
are very far from being composed wholly of 
Catholics, that too obvious friendliness on 
the part of the church will not strengthen 
them. There are many interesting develop- 
ments in store for the close observer in this 
direction before the close of 1888.

But did the 
thrifty New-Englanders gointo the whimbamper 
business by scores and hundreds the next sea- 
son? Notabitof it. From the headwaters of 
the Connecticut to Saybrook not a mud turtle 
was exhibited. Nobody even spoke of a whim- 
bamper. The whimbamper market was ruined. 
Everybody knew the little game, and after so 
complete an exposure of course nobody would be 
takenin. And that is what we think of the 
peachblow vase situation.

ANGRY CROWDS ABOUT THE 
TWELFTH REGIMENT ARMORY. 
It was the intention of the Twelfth Regi- 
ment to make last night an occasion which 
people would remember, and celebrate the open- 
ing of the new armory on Ninth-avenue, between 
Sixty-first and Sixty-second streets, in an ap- 
propriately festive manner. People certainly 
will remember the occasion, but notin the way 
the regiment hoped. 
From 7 o’clock until 10 o’clock there was a 
crowd on Sixty-second-street, which at various 
times the large detail of police seemed inade- 


quate to cope with. Over 7,000 tickets had been 
issued, and of the 7,000 people who presented 
themselves at least 2,000 were unable to gain 
admittance. The entrances on Ninth-avenue 
and on Sixty-second-street were closed, and with 
the utmost indignation the people crowded up 
to the other entrance in such angry numbers 
that a regimental guard was sent out 
to drive them back. Ladies in full dress 
came in their carriages, and after alighting 
endeavored to battle with the crowd. In many 
cases they were forced to return home, unable 
to obtain admission. There was a deafening 
noise. The men swore roundly and several wom- 
en shrieked at the top of their voices, 
A canopy had been placed at the Sixty- 
second-street entrance, but the crowd be- 
came so energetic that it was torn down, 
and the poles were fiung on the sidewalk. 
Each member had been given three tickets to 
admit a lady and gentleman. There was no 
particular entrance for those who had reserved 
seats, and they fared as badly as therest. At 
10:30 P. M. the better part of the crowd went 
home, and at nearly 11 o'clock those who had 
been persistent enough to wait were admitted. 

Inside there was a dense crowd, people being 
wedged into one big mass. The regiment went 
through a battalion drill and dress parade, Gen. 
W. T. Sherman reviewing them. Badges for 
long service were presented by Gen. Butterfield, 
who made a short address to the men. After 
that people tried to dance.

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BISMARCK AND THE POPE. 





THE DEBATE ON THE ECCLESIASTICAL 
BILL BEGUN. 

Bern, April 21.—The debate on the 
Ecclesiastical bill was begunin the lower house 
of the Prussian Diet to-day. Dr. Windthorst, the 
Clerical leader, declared that the Centre Party 
would submit to the Pope’s wishes and wouid 
vote for the bill as it passed the upper house, 
and without offering any of the amendments 
whieh the Centre had intended to propose as 
necessary to make the bill entireiy acceptable to 
the Catholics of Germany. The Centre Party, 
Dr. Windthorst added, would renew the fight 
against the Governmentif at any time Catholic 
interesta were affected. 

Prince Bismarck declared that if tne Dill 
was rejected he would abandon his office as 
President of the Ministry of State for Prussia 


and devote his entire time to the service of 
the empire. ‘‘ As perhaps,” he said, ‘“‘a hard 
external and internal struggle against the revo- 
lutionary party is imminent, I desire first to 
settle all unnecessary internal disputes.” 

Herr Richter condemned the bill because, he 
said, the provisions regarding the right of con- 
fimation and protest by the State in ecclesias- 
tical appointments would promote servility. He 

rotested against the action of the Pope in inter- 

ering in the elections for membership in the 
Reichstag. 

Prince Bismarck declared that Herr Richter 
was more Catholic than the Pope, and added: 
“Tt must be admitted that in the eyes of Ger- 
man Catholics the papacy is no foreign institu- 
tion. The result of the elections would have 
been the same with or without the opposition 
of the Centre members. The result of the elec- 
tions was not the outcome of anxiety, but the 
expression of exasperation at the attitude of 
the opposition under Herr Richter. The point 
at issue was not to combat a political group, but 
to secure the preservation of the empire from in- 
jury, and that I desired to form a majority for 
myself was quite natural. All the national par- 
ties should endeavor to meet the curia so far as 
it is compatible with State rights. This is feas- 
ible by adopting the present bill as it has passed 
the Oberhaus. Modifications will increase the 
Government’s arduous task. In all the phases 
of the Kulturkampf I acted in accordance with 
my political convictions. The bill concedes 
nothing that willendanger the State’s author- 
ity.” Prince Bismarck then appealed to the 
members of the national parties to not reject 
the bill. The moment was favorable for the 
conclusion of peace in the religious war that had 
so long been waged in Germany. He declared 
that a considerable portion of his influence in 
Europe rested on the confidence manifested in 
his political honesty and trustworthiness by the 
representatives of the German —— 

Prof. Virchow opposed the bill as a measure 
tending to strengthen the Pope’s hierarchical 

ower. 
eine Bismarck, in reply to this, observed 
that Prof. Virchow opposed him asa matter of 
principle on all great questions, ‘I never,” said 
the Prince, ‘‘described the May laws as a final 
institution, but always as laws of combat, asis 
how the case with the anti-Socialist law. I 
have solely striven to satisfy thelovers of peace 
among the Catholics. Inever aimed to keep a 
portion of my fellow-citizens under permanent 
pressure.” 

Herr. Von Gerlach expressed approval of the 
bill, coupled with a wish that greater independ- 
ence might be granted the evangelic church. 
The debate was then adjourned until to-morrow. 

In refuting Herr Richter’s statements as to 
the Pope’s meddling in the recent elections, 
Prince Bismarck to-day remarked that Herr 
Richter apparently did not even read the 
papers which he himself wrote or inspired, 
or he would know that in French political 
circles Russia’s attitude was very carefully 
watched, and that even with most of the Na- 
tionalist papers of Russia the question whether 
France would be a friend or an enemy in 
event of the adoption of any particular 
policy played a veryimportant part. Herr Richter, 
continued the Chancellor, had referred to Eng- 
land with great emphasis, which was all very 
well if his references were correct, but be- 
fore emphasizing them he ought to have 
understood the political situation and recent 
events there. Prince Bismarck further said 
there was but little doubt that Englana had a 
strong desire to obtain the Pope’s support, first, 
against the Fenians, and, later, against the Par- 
nellites, and, indeed, no secret had been made of 
the fact. 

Crown Prince Frederick William is being 
greatly benefited by the waters at Ems, and is 
confident of being completely cured of his ail- 
ment. The recent false rumors concerning the 
health of the Crown Prince have caused indigna- 
tion here, 

The Bundesrath, at a plenary meeting to-day, 
assented to the supplementary Budget and Lean 
bill.

DR. HENRY DETWILLER. 

Dr. Henry Detwiller died at Easton, Penn., 
yesterday, aged 91 years and 4 months. His 
death was hastened by a fall 10 days ago. He 
thought it of slight consequence, and the two 
folowing days took trips out of town, visiting 
patients. Then he was forced to remain indoors 
and grew rapidly worse. He was conscious to 
the last and repeatedly said, ‘Tam not sorry to 


go, but am sorry to leave my patients.” He had 
practiced 72 years, 60 of which were devoted to 
homeopathy. Born in Basel, Switzerland, Dec. 
18, 1795, he came to America when just 21 years 
old, and settled in the Lehigh Valley. He made 
his great hit in early life by discovering that the 
lining in earthen vessels in common use in house- 
keeping contained poison and was the cause of a 
great epidemic in the Lehigh Valley. His discov- 
ery made his tortune, and he has been the lead- 
ing homeopathic physician in that district ever 
since. He was one of the first members of the 
American Institute of Homeopathy in New-York. 
He was successful as a business man and leaves 
a large estate. Among his children are Mrs. G. 
A. Lilliendah! and Mrs. J. D. Detwiller, of Jersey 
City.

Major John E. Blaine, a brother of James G. 
Blaine, Paymaster United States Army, died at Hot 
Springs, Ark., yesterday. He had served in the 
army since 1868 and as Paymaster since 1875.

THE WORK OF ENLARGING THE LOCKS 
PUSHED RAPIDLY AHEAD. 

Synacuss, April 21.—The enlargement of 
the five locks on the Erie and of the three locks 
on the Oswego Canals authorized and ordered 
by State law a year ago has been prosecuted 
during the past Winter and this Spring, and is 
expected to be completed before the opening of 
navigation next month. The lock at Port Byron, 
No. 52, has been completed except some back

filling. The lock at Jordan, No, 51, is very nearly 
finished. The three locks in the eastern part of 
this city, Nos. 47, 48, and 49, approach com- 
pletion, and are expected to be completed dur- 


ing the coming week. The force of workmen 
has been increased and the work crowded with 
all expedition. The lock at Mud Lock, on 
the Oswego Canal, is backward. Great 
trouble was had with quicksand, and con- 
siderable extra work was required. It is said 
the contractors will lose $8,000 or $10,000, and 
probably will seek ao eget relief. Over one- 
third of the stonework extension is done, and 
the other work is being crowded with the ex- 
pectation of its completion early in May. The 
otner locks, on the Oswego at Pheenix and Hin- 
mansville, are nearly finished. Other Erie Canal 
locks will be lengthened the coming year. En- 
gineers are already engaged in taking requisite 
measurements on which proposals will be ad- 
vertised for. Itis contemplated to let the work 
éarly in the season to give time for getting out 
materials so as to facilitate the work next Win- 
ter. The locks now being extended are all 
eastward lift locks, and they are situated on the 
Middle Division. These locks are the first to be 
improved in order to facilitate navigation to the 
seaboard. 



























HOME RULE FOR IRELAND. 


QUESTION DEBATED IN THE DO- 
MINION PARLIAMENT, 


OTTAWA, April 21.—Resolutions calling 
upon the Imperial Parliament to grant a meas- 
ure of home rule to Ireland were introduced in 
the Federal Parliament this afternoon. Lord 
Lansdowne and the vice-regal party occupied 
seats in the Speaker’s Gallery, and all the other 
galleries were literally packed. The debate 
proved a lively one. The Hon. J. J. Curran, of 
Montreal, who introduced the resolutions, de- 
livered an eloquent speech. He declared that 
80 per cent. of the population of the Dominion 
favored the extension of home rule to Treland, 
and, after depicting the wrongs of the 
people, he stigmatized the recent charges 
against Parnell as _ false. Mr. McNeill, 
member of Parliament, Conservative and 


Orangeman, moved an amendment to the effect 
that the House, while regretting that a measure 
of local self-government has not been granted to 
Treland, has utmost confidence in the wisdom 
and motives of the imperial Parliament. Other 
prominent Irishmen spoke, the majority sup- 
porting the original resolutions. Mr. Flynn, of 
Cape Breton, said the extension of home rule to 
Trejand would prevent raids along the boundary 
line by Fenians, who were a standing menace to 
Canada’s safety. Col. O’Brien delivered a vio- 
lent speech. The Parnellites were, he said, 
striving to separate Ireland from the empire. 
They were now about to send an emissary to 
Canada to dog the footsteps of Lord Lansdowne, 
If William O’Brien persisted in this course he 
would require police oe as Canada pos- 
peor loyal men. he debate had not con~ 
cluded.

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RAILWAY MANAGEMENT. 


THE COMMISSION WAR LAGS. 

After its excitements of Wednesday the 
commission war lagged again yesterday. The 
people interested were ready for something 
stirring, but it did notcome. They spent a good 
share of their time in talking of the position 
taken by the Chicago and Northwestern, and in 
hazarding guesses whether the trunk lines would 
make things pleasant for that road, too, by turn- 
ing its tickets tothe wall.

No orders had deen received in 
the Pennsylvania's offices in this city and the 
representatives of the Missouri Pacific system 
had heard nothing of any concession on the part 
of their management when business closed last 
evening. In short, it was a day that was not 
even rich in rumors. 

Passenger business hereabout is picking up a 
little. West from Chicago itis said to have been 
extremely heavy, for the last two or three weeks, 
but out of New-York the Spring rysh of travel is 
Still a thing of the future. 

Freight traffic, as a general thing, is still light. 
The shippers have not recovered trom their big 
efforts of last month, and shipments are small. 
It has been reported that the New-York, New- 
Ffaven and Hartford Railroad was doing a phe- 
homenally heavy business, but Superintendent 
Schofield said yesterday that trade was only 
just about as usual in April.

THEATRICAL MANAGERS ORGANIZE. 

CurcaGo, April 20.—The managers of the 
Chicago theatres and of the companies now play- 
ing in this city met at Hooley’s Theatre this aft- 
ernoon to further discuss the provisions of 
the inter-State commerce law which affect the 
theatrical profession. The letter from Chairman 
Cooley, of the commission, which was printed in

JUMPING TO HIS DEAT. 





A POLE TRIES TO ESCAPE FROM ARREST 
AND IS DROWNED. 

Ludwig Lawniski, a young Pole, and 
Michael Walter were playing cards on the even- 
ing of March 4 in the former’s house near Cal- 
vary Cemetery, Long Island. They got into a 
dispute, and the Pole drew a dirk knife and 
stabbed Waiter. The latter was taken to the 
hospital, and Lawniski was arrested and taken 
before Justice Cavanagh, of Long Island City, 
who discharged him in default of the 
appearance of a complainant. On March 
17 Walter made a complaint and Law- 
niski was arrested for the second time. He 
was held to bail for examination. and Michaél 


Brennan became his surety. On Wednesday 
night Mr. Brennan learned that the Pole was 
preparing to leave the State. He reported the 


fact to the police authorities of Long Island 
City, and asked them to arrest Lawniski, 
as he wished to make a __ surrender. 


Officer Copeland was detailed for the purpose, 
and at about 11:40 o’clock arrested Lawniski 
at his home after a struggle, in which a strange 
man struck at him with a kettle, and started 
with him for the police station. Lawniski’s 
wife went with him, and the two walked togeth- 
er clasped in each other’s arms and engaged in 
earnest conversation in their native lancuage, 
while the policeman, Mr. Brennan, and the lat- 
ter’s son walked behind them at a distance of 
about 10 feet. 

When the prisoner and his wife got on the 
Gleason road bridge over Newtown Creek, Law- 
uiski suddenly!pushed his wife aside and sprang 
Over the low rail of the bridge head first. He 
struck one of the projecting planks with his head 
and fell into the water. The wife simply said 
“Oh!” and walked back toward home. Cope- 
land rushed forward, shouted to Lawniski, and 
fired two shots from his revolver to frighten 
him. He paid no attention to the officer's com- 
mands, however, but was seen crawling 
through the mud, which was about thres 
feet below the surface of the watet, under- 
neath the bridge and toward the abutment. 
Bridge Tender Maguire threw a rope over, but 
Lawniski refused to touch it. Copeland ran to 
the police station, which was about six long 
blocks away, leaving Brennan and his son to 
watch. Sergt. Roulatt, with Officers Whelan 
and MoNaught, hurried to the bridge, but 
there were no signs of the escaped prisoner. 
Then they dragged the creek and about 2:20 A. 
M. pulled up Lawniski’s body. It is supposed 
that in attempting to swim across the channel, 
which is not more than 10 feet wide, he was 
dragged down by the weight of mud on his feet,

e eertifieate of Charles P. Barnard, United 

tes Consul at Leghorn, Italy, certified that 
the rags came from a district not infected and 
rould be landed in perfect safety. : 

The witness testitied that the bill which he paid 
to Bartlett & Co. contained items for lighterage, 
trucking, and labor, aggregating $2,700, exclu- 
sive of the charge for disinfecting. If the goods 
had not been confiscated these itemized expenses 
would not have been incurred. 

Augustin Smith, the paper merchant and man- 
ufacturer, testified that he had given much atten- 
tion to the question of rag importation. He had 
aninterview with Dr. Smithin October or Novem- 
ber, 1884. He was asked to state the substance 
of that interview, but the defense objected. 

The plaintiffs explained that they proposed to 
show that Health Officer Smith had experienced 
a change of heart on the question of rag im- 
portation and leave the jury to infer the cause 
of his sudden transformation. It seemed to have 
occurred about the time the Paper Stock Disin- 
fecting Company was formed by Bartlett & Co., 
ex-Senator Thomas B. Platt, Silas B. Dutcher, 
and others. It was decided to admit the testi- 
mony under protest. } 

The witness went om te say that at that in- 
terview Health Officer Smith stated that there 
was no danger to be @pprehended from the 

portation of rags. «au order which had been 
Gssued by Acting Sectejary of the Treasurer 
Coon prohibiting entirely the importation of rags 
Was discussed at the inserview and led up toan ex- 
ression of opinion on the subject. Witness told 
Be the Health Officer that the order was unneces- 
.. gary as well as unjust. It was right to ex- 
s elude rags from infected ports, but those from 
3 healthy districts should be admitted. Witness 
could not remember the conversation, but he 
had a distinct recollection that they agreed on 
the main issue.

< About the time the sbip Vigilant arrived in 
E port with rags the witness had another conver- 
sation with Dr. Smith. This was in March, 1885,

glean. Afterthe rags had been seized here,on 
the order of the Health Officer, witness went to 
Washington and was present at the interview 
with Assistant Secretary Fairchild. The Secre- 
tary ofthe Paper Stock Disiniecting Company 
protested against taking the rags from Bartlett 
& Co.’s warehouse, because if they did the 
company would lose money. The wituess also 
accompanied McClintock to Quarantine to see 
Dr. Smith. The latter said he did not under- 
stand why the rags were beld at the warehouse 
when he had given the consignees the necessary 
permit. McClintock asked the Health Officer to 
write an order for the release of the rags, but 
Dr. Smith refused, saying it was not necessary 
and he couldn’t do any more for the consignees. 

The attorneys for the defense undertook to 
bullyrag this witness, but unsuccessfully. They 
ndmitted, when the witness said he had seen Dr. 
Smith go to Bartlett & Co.’s office, that Dr. 
Smith had been there on the occasiun referred to 
andsince. The plaintiffs rested with the ex- 
amination of this witness. 

After the noon recess Mr. Prentice, of counsel 
for the defense, moved for a non-suit, on the gen- 
eral ground that the plaintiffs had failed to 
make outacase. He made an elaborate argu- 
mentin support of his theory that the Health 
Officer had not overstepped his official duty 
in having the rags sent to Bartlett & Vo.’s ware- 
house for disinfection after he had evidence 
that they had not come from a cholera infected 
district. He contended that the oflicial acts of 
a public servant could not be made the gronnd 
for a civil action, and, furthermore, that, as a 

; matter of fact, the United States Government, 
through the Treasury Department, was re- 
sponsible for all matters reiating to the importa- 
tion busmess. The lawyer said that Dr. Smith 
enjoyed the confidence of the merchants of this 
port and ranked high in the medical profession. 

Judge Ingraham.interrupted the lawyer to say 
that the vital point of issue was whether the 
laintiffs had broucht out suflicient facts for the 
ury to infer that a conspiracy existed between 
the defendants, Edward B. Bartlett, Albert C. 
Woodruff, Henry E. Nitchie, and William M. 
Smith, to get possession of the plaintiffs’ goods. 
That allegation was made and evidence had been 
offered to sustain it. If there were not a con- 
spiracy it ought to be shown that the goods 
were taken for the purpose of carrying 
out the sanitary laws. From the facts adduced 
his Honor was of the opinion that he was war- 
ranted in letting the case go to the jury. It was 
charged that the Collector of the Port was in- 
fluenced by the Health Officer to send the goods 
to the Baltic Stores, thereby delaying their de- 
livery to the consignees and causing them a 
heavy expenditure. Proof had been offered, and 
its importance would bave to be determined in 
the regular way. 

Mr. Prentice insisted that there was no evi- 
dence tosupport the allegation of conspiracy, 
and presented the novel proposition that as a 
matter of fact the ragsin dispute uever passed 
Quarantine; if they had, the Health Officer had 
power torecall them if he chose. There was 
no evidence, he said, that Dr. Smith had received 
any benetit from the alleged ‘‘ combine,” or 
that Bartlett had any part in the transaction. 

Mr. Goodrich backed up his associate by going 
over substantially the same ground and was pro- 
ceeding to sift the combination evidence when 
Judge Ingraham interrupted with the rather 
pertinent remark that he had not been able to 
find any authority for the action of the Quaran- 
tine officials in sending the rags to a private 
warehouse for disinfection. He also wanted to 
kuow by what right Bartlett & Co. had a hen 
upon the rags belonging to the plaintiffs. I? the 
Owners of the warehouse were employes of the 
Health Officer, which counsel 8 not prepared 
to admit, there was authority for the lien. 

The sentiment of the court that the case should 
£0 to the jury was so apparent that the attor- 
neys for the defendants abandoned the tield. 
Thén Mr. Cockran declared that the plaintiiis 

had established a case of the plainest description. 

“The zoods,” he said, “were held under color 
of apiece of paper that came from the Custom 
House. It purported to be an ofiicial document 
for the public good, but never should have been 
issued. The responsibility for all the trouble is 
laid at the dvor of Health Officer William M, 
Smith, and his unofficial condnet enabled Bart- 
lett & Co. to reap the benefits. It has heen 
shown beyond peradventure that Dr. Smith was 
given entire charge of the matter in dispute 
by the Treasury Department at Washington.

Upon the suit of Josephine H. and Will- 
fam T. Black, the Sheriff on Wednesday evening 
levied a writ of attachment upon the office fur- 
niture and fixtures of the Homeopathic Mutual 
Life Insurance Company at 117 West Forty-sec- 
ond-street. The suit is for $2,829 09, the alleged 
surrender value of a policy for $5,000 issued 


upon the life of William T. Black on March 
22, 1878. The complaint alleges the insol- 
vency of the company as tne cause of the 
proceeding, and the atlidavits filed upon the ap- 
plication for the injunction allege that one of the 
officers of the company said that:$41,390 which 
had been contributed by certain stockholders in

The Homeopathic Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
pany began business in July, 1868, with a paid- 
up capital of $200,000, That was a few years 
later reduced to $100,000. It started out by 
giving low rates of insurance to parties who 
certified their faith in the homeopathic system 
of medicine and who employed physicians of 
that school in case of illness. During 1886 the 
company’s income was $155,658 77 and the dis- 
bursements $215,593 24. The reported balance 
of assets on Jan. 1 was $521,328 38, against 
$717,999 41 on Jan. 1, 1886. Insurances fell 
off during the year from 47,990 policies for 
$7,631,968 to 9,406 policies for $2,641,426. 

When in the Spring of 1886 the Superintendent 
of Insurance of Massachusetts discovered that 
the capital of the company was impaired, he 
peremptorily ordered it to withdraw from 
business in that State. The company had been 
issuing insurance inhomeopathic doses. In 1884 
it began issuing policies for any amount above 
$100, and during the next 2 years issued many 
thousands of policies at figures between 
$100 and $1,000. But the expense of 
doing this business was about as large as it 
would have been if each policy had been issued 
for thousands instead of hundreds, while the in- 
come derived was insufficient to pay expenses. 
The action of the Massachusetts Superintendent 
of Insurance led the Directors to curtail expenses 
and increase premiums. But the income was 
not yet sufficient to pay expenses, and in Janu- 
ary last the company issued its last policy. 

In the statement of the company made to the 
State Insurance Superintendent on Feb, 18 last, 
but which was dated Dec. 31, 1886, the compa- 
ny scheduled as partotits income for the year 
1886: * Amount paid in by stockholders for the 
protection of policy holders,” $41,390. The Su- 
perintendent sent onan examiner, who report- 
ed that an assessment had heen levied, and that 
by cutting expenses to 25 per cent. of the in- 
come the Secretary hoped to spend only $14,000 
and to take in $60,000 during the first half of 
1887. Upon this report the Superintendent re- 
fused to consider the $41,390 as assets, and on 
March 8 called upon the stockholders to make 
good within 90 days the impairment of its cap- 
ital to the amount of $80,232 30. Mr. and Mrs. 
Black don’t believe this will be done. 

In regard to the prospect of an application for 
a Receiver, Stewart L. Woodford said yesterday 
that the company was in no sense insolvent, 
and unless forced into the hands of a Receiver it 
would, in his judgment, meet its obligations to 
those who have the courage to continue their 
premiums, Ithas all the reserve, he says, re- 
quired by the laws of this State.

ARE STRIKES CONSPIRACIES?

THE QUESTION PROBABLY TO BE TESTED 
IN THE GENERAL TERM. 

The case of John H. Hanan, the shoe 
manufacturer, against the Executive Board of 
District Assembly No. 91, for conspiracy, contin- 
ued in the Yorkville Police Court yesterday. The 
evidence for the defense was completed. The 
summing up and some evidence in rebuttal, to- 
gether with the summing up in the Hartt case 
against the same Executive Board, were deferred 
until Tuesday at 11 A. M. atthe Tombs Police 
Court. 

If Justice Smith decides to hold the three de- 
fendants in the Hanan case—John E. Gill, John 
Foster, and F. A. Bronnbauer—Mr. Louis F. 
Post, who is their counsel, thinks that he will 
leave one of them without bail, and upon a writ 
of habeas corpus carry the case at once to the 
General Term. He would do this in order to ex- 
pedite matters and because he does not think 
that any question as to matter of fact will be 
raised. His main point is in the interpretation 
of the law in regard to conspiracy. He holds 
that the statute specially excepts from its defi- 
nition of conspiracy all combinations made by 
workingmen in reference to wages. That being 
so, the only point that remains for decision is 
whether or not such a combination, not a con- 
spiracy in itself, becomes one in performing any 
orderly act, such as striking on account of the 
employment in any shop of a man not belonging 
to the combination. 

William Smail, formerly employed at Hanan’s 
shop, testified yesterday that the strike in the 
stock room on March 16 was because one of the 
men, Dunphy. refused to become a Knight of 
Labor. ‘No one outside of the crew ordered 
us to strike,” said the witness. 

‘Could these defendants have prevented the 
strike without procuring the discharge of Dun- 
phy ” 

**No. We were going out, anyhow.” 

On cross-examination witness said he did not 
know whether all of the shop’s crew were 
Knights or not. He did not object to working 
with non-union menif wages were satisfactory. 

Philip Reilly, of 125 Bridge-street, Brooklyn, 
had worked at Hanan’s. He said there had been 
a strike there in September, 1886, in reference 
to wages. Mr. Hanan would not treat with a 
committee at that time. Afterward the strike 
was ended by Hanan’s agreement to employ 
none but union men in the future.

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HE BELIEVES HE HAS SCORED A POINT 
AGAINST THE COLLECTOR. 

It has long been rumored at the Custom 
House that Surveyor Beattie was “ lying low” 
for the Collector because that official had re- 
fused to help the Surveyor pay off a political 
grudge. The Surveyor’s opportunity has at last 
come in the case against John M. Wyatt, Deputy 
Surveyor. .

CONKLING’S POLITE PROTEST.

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CARING FOR THE STREETS. 


AN EFFORT MAKING TO REMEDY THE 
EXISTING ABUSES. 

Leaving trucks, express wagons, and 
other working vebicles in the streets at night 
is a nuisance of long standing, but the day of 
its abatement is at hand. The Corporation 
Counsel declared early this month that sections 17 
and 30 of Article IV., chapter 8, of the Revised 
Ordinances, under which permits were issued 
to public cartmen to let their vehicles remain 
over night in the public streets, are unconstitu- 
tional, and it now devolves upon the Bureau of 


Incumbrances to seize all vehicles found on the 
streets at night and take them to the corpora- 
tion yard. 

If this department attempted to make a clean 
sweep of the offending vehicles it would find the 
undertaking arduous. Marshal Byrnes esti- 
mates the number of such trucks, wagons, &c., at 
about 30,000, to accommodate which the corpo- 
ration yard’s area would have to be enlarged to 
& space eaual to several city biocks, Wholesale 
reform being impracticable, the department 
will tackle the evil in detail, and it is only wait- 
ing before beginning work for a report from 
Street-Cleaning Commissioner Coleman showing 
where the nuisance existed in its worst form. 

For some days past the Commissioner’s assist- 
ants have been engaged in preparing a sort of 
belated truck and cart city directory, and though 
the work is by no means complete, the statistics 
already in are interesting. One report showed 
that 756 vehicles were counted in the district 
from Fourteenth to Twenty-seventh street be- 
tween Fourth-avenue and the East River. In 
this district 75 vehicles were found on Twenty- 
fifth-street, 550n Fitteenth-street, 50 on Twenty- 
second-street, 49 on Sixteenth-street, 39 on 
Fourteenth-street, and 38 on Seventeenth-street, 
Another report showed that 454 vehicles occupy 
the streets nightly in the districts between 
Fifty-eighth and Seventy-ninth streets and Fifth- 
avenue and the East River. Between Twenty- 
seventh and Forty-second streets, Fourth-ave- 
nue and the East River 359 were counted. In 
the district from Forty-second to Fifty-eighth 
street and Third-avenue to the East River the 
number was 371. Such are the figures in dis- 
tricts not particularly populous as to vehicles, 
and an idea can be gleaned from them of what 
the returns will be from the districts below 
Fourteenth-street, where at night in many places 
the trucks backed up against the sidewalks are 
packed tightly together. 

These belated vehicles are a hindrance to trav- 
el, especially to the Fire Department. They are, 
too, a ready hiding place for thieves and a con- 
venient receptacle,for domestic garbage and 
ashes. Commissioner Coleman complains that 
the carts are a decided obstruction to the work 
of his department. The rotary sweeper has not 
yet been invented which will dodge in among 
the wheels of a truck and gather the dirt be- 
neath it. Consequently the space beneath a 
large proportion of the 30,000 vehicles left 
standing in the streets remains untouched. 

Since the Mayor’s Marshal received notifica- 
tion that the permits he had issued were uncon- 
stitutional he has refused them to all applicants, 
He thinks, however, that many of the applicants 
will “ take the chances.” The operations of the 
Bureau of Incumbrances will be watched with 
close interest during the next few days. 

At 6o’clock yesterday morning the policemen 
coming off duty were ordered to don citizen’s 
garb and go out to look for people who swept the 
dirt from stores and hous¢gs into the streets. 
The result was the arrest of 283 persons by 1,100 
policemen. The defendants were fined $1 to $2 
each at the police courts. The following are the 
arrests by precincts:
